We take pleasure in our Thanksgiving issue 
in calling attention to the third World’s Chris- 
tian Citizenship Conference to meet in Pitts- 

burgh during the week of July 4, 
AChristian 1918, under the auspices of the 
Citizenship National Reform Association. 
Conference Its leaders say truly that the 

present is an hour of tremend- 
ous world need, since the foundations of social 
order are being shaken and the whole bulwark 
of democracy and human liberty is imperiled. 
But, as they also say, the world’s greatest 
need is Christ, who is the only panacea for 


the world’s sickness—the world as represent- 
ed in nations as well as individuals, for the 
former have failed to keep His law. Peace 
movements alone cannot bring peace. As the 
call says, “The only road to lasting peace is 
the highway of the principles of the Prince of 
Peace.” 

In a further paragraph we are told that the 
period immediately following this destructive 
conflict is the providential one for Christian 
people of every name and race to assemble 
for the prayerful consideration of the world’s 
relationship to God. It is not to be a national 
conference but a world’s conference, where 
the people of all nations are asked to come 
and confer on the basis of the Christian relig- 
ion, the dominating principle of the confer- 
ence being national allegiance to Jesus Christ 
and the duty of governments to administer 
His law in the civil realm. 

How this can be expected until the indi- 
viduals comprising all the nations of the 
world are converted to Jesus Christ and are 
regenerated by His Holy Spirit is more than 
we can see, but, nevertheless, we wish the 
conference Godspeed and will aid it all we 
can. It is in the right direction, and will do 
good, even though it fail in the attainment of 
its great object.

Under this title the “Chicago Tribune” has 
an encouraging editorial on the selective 
draft, in which it says that when a civilian is 

afraid to go and fight, it is be- 
“Cowards” cause he imagines that on the 

field of battle he would still be 
at heart a civilian. But this is not so, the 
editorial explains, because long before he 
reaches the field of battle the civilian is all 
taken out of him. He sees the world, and he 
sees himself from a new angle. He is a new 
creature through and through. His entire 
psychology has been made over. He does 
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instinctively and without a tremor the things 
that would have horrified him only a few 
weeks before. 

There is a spiritual analogy here. Many a 
time a sinner is urged to receive Christ as his 
Saviour, and cpenly confess Him as his Lord, 
who hesitates to do so lest he should not be 
able to “hold out.” He supposes that he will 
be the same man after as before that step is 
taken. But this is not so. So far as his will 
is concerned the sinner is taken out of him. 
He sees God, he sees himself, and he sees 
the world, from a new angle. This is what 
is meant by repentance, which is a change of 
mind. The man becomes a new creature 
through and through. Not only his psychol- 
ogy but his affections have been made over. 
He has received a new heart, and now he 
does instinctively and without an effort that 
which previously would have been impossible 
and altogether foreign to hii. 

But the analogy is not true throughout. 
The civilian is changed into a soldier by 
discipline, army comradeship, the contagious 
enthusiasm of his associates, and the spirit, 
the atmosphere and dynamic invigoration of 
military life. But the sinner is changed inte 
a saint by supernatural power. When he re- 
ceives Jesus Christ by faith he is born again, 
“not of blood, nor of the will of the flesh, 
nor of the will of man, but of God” (John 
1:13); and thereafter as he yields himself to 
the Spirit of God, who then comes to dwell 
in him, he is changed into the image of his 
Lord from glory to glory (2 Cor. 3:17, 18). 

We urge our hesitating readers who have 
not yet accepted Christ to do so without de- 
lay. To trust themselves fully to His saving, 
keeping and transforming power whose grace 
makes spiritual heroes out of spiritual cow- 
ards. We address ourselves very particularly 
to our male readers, some of whom are en- 
listed or have been drafted into our armies, 
while others are waiting the call that may 
come any day. The training camp, the 
trenches, the battlefield, the hospital, these 
are not the places to which the day of de- 
cision should be postponed. Other matters 
will engross attention then. “Now is the 
accepted time; behold, now is the day of 
salvation.” “Today if ye will hear his voice, 
harden not your hearts.”

Of course, the cau- 
tion is to avoid the giving of information to 


the enemy, but also to protect our news col- 
umns from repeating untruthful and exag- 
gerated stories. These stories may be writ- 
ten in good faith, but cannot always be ac- 
cepted as facts, because “the soldier sees but 
little, and frequently does not fully under- 
stand what he sees.” 

We write this for the comfort and also the 
caution of our readers who have friends and 
relatives at the front or in preparation for 
the front. Things have already gotten into 
the press which it were better for the coun- 
try and our own peace of mind to have been 
excluded, and while we hope to publish many 
a soldier’s letter if the awful war continues, 
yet we trust we may be guided by good judg- 
ment, as well as a loving heart in doing so.

“What the Bible Teaches About War 


and the Christian’s Attitude in the Present Crisis’’ 
Editorial 


A few months ago an article with the above 
title appeared in our pages which, as we ex- 
pected, has drawn out comment pro and con. 
The “cons,” otherwise the pacifists of various 
shades of opinion, have sometimes insisted that 
their “replies” should be published, but we 
have not been able to accommodate them. 

On the other hand, it will be recalled by 
some that when the article spoken of was pub- 
lished, there appeared in the same issue a 
contribution on the other side of the ques- 
tion and from a writer of representative stand- 
ing. Indeed, a month or two before the article 
appeared the other side had frequently been 
heard in the magazine and on one occasion at 
some length and by an able advocate. 

However, a chief reason for declining to 
publish other “replies” is that they are prac- 
tically all of a kind, and none of a character to 
commend themselves either from a patriotic 
or biblical point of view, being inspired chiefly 
by a physical abhorrence of the taking of hu- 
man life or the shedding of human blood. 

We sympathize with this abhorrence. The 
hand that writes this article never pulled a 
trigger, or grasped a fencing sword or felt the 
inside of a boxing glove. To him such sports 
seemed brutal. Its owner never hunted game 
of any kind except as fishing may be so de- 
scribed. 

But here is the inconsistency of it. He will 
eat the game and animal food which other peo- 
ple kill without the slightest compunction of 
consciene—the pacifist’s position precisely. The 
pacifist we have in mind will not kill human 
beings nor shed human blood, but he will en- 
joy the freedom and prosperity purchased for 
him by those who will do both things if neces- 
sary, and do them at the risk of their own 
lives and the shedding of their own blood. 

While the writer is not a sportsman, yet he 
can conceive a situation where it might be 
necessary for him to try to kill something in 
order to conserve life, his own life or that of 


other people; and he thinks a parallel is pre- 
sented in the present war. 

To illustrate, one of our pacifist corres- 
pondents complains that he left Germany “to 
avoid military conscription and service in the 
army, and to find religious liberty to wor- 
ship God.” Therefore, what? Now he will 
neither himself fight nor encourage others to 
fight, and he will permit Germany to win the 
war and help her to create a situation that will 
force military conscription and service in the 
army upon all her enemies, the United States 
included, and this perpetually. Our corres- 
pondent does not say this, but that is the out- 
come of his logic. 

President Wilson has told us that this war 
is necessary to make the world “safe for de- 
mocracy,” an opinion echoed by all the allies. 
But this is only another way of saying that 
this war is necessary to keep us free from 
militarism and in the enjoyment of religious 
liberty. If our pacifist friends believe that in 
this world of sin these priceless privileges can 
be maintained without contending for them 
even unto death, their innocence is childish. 

Nor is this to say that there is no God in 
heaven, and no power in the prayer of faith. 
This is not to say that God would not be 
entreated if our nation were now to turn to 
Him in confession and supplication. But our 
nation is not doing this, nor are the churches 
generally doing it so far as we have heard. 
(What a grief to be forced to say this!) There- 
fore, it is not a theory, but a condition we are 
facing which common humanity, to say nothing 
of either patriotism or Christianity, demands 
that we grapple with like men. 

Some of our pacifist friends make much of 
their conscientious scruples against war, and 
where they are sincere in this they have our 
deepest sympathy. We would not force our 


convictions upon them, and we are glad in- 


deed that the government makes exception in 
their case. 
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But the scriptural ground of their scruples 
does not appeal to us. They seem confused as 
to the Person of Jesus Christ and the teach- 
ing of the Sermon on the Mount, as well as 
the nature and character of God, of sin and 
retribution, and the prophetic outlook of the 
world. The Jesus of the New Testament is 
the Jehovah of the Old, and we cannot divide 
the One Person into two as to His example, 
His teaching or His character. For example, 
it is shallow reasoning which says that if we 
are to fulfill the command, “Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself,” it renders it impos- 
sible for us to participate in war. On the 
contrary that may be the very reason why we 
should participate in war. It was love for their 
neighbors that led Lafayette and Rochambeau 
and DeGrasse and their host of followers, to 
make common cause with our revolutionary 
fathers, and that led the abolitionists of the 
early sixties to count not their lives dear unto 
themselves that they might free the slaves. 


Jesus indeed was meek and lowly, as the 
pacifists remind us, and so must men be meek 
and lowly if they are to come into reconciled 
relationship to God through faith. But this 
same Jesus at the end of the age is seen riding 
upon a white horse, “and in righteousness he 
doth judge and make war.” And the armies 
that follow with Him are His saints, the same 
meek and lowly ones who at that time will be 
sharing in “the wrath of the Lamb.” 


“The wrath of the Lamb!” With intensity 
will it be poured out upon the wicked and 
ungodly nations at the end, but even now is 
it being visited upon them in forewarning, if 
only they would heed and repent. 

Peace! The Christian pacifist has such a 
mistaken idea of peace. He quotes the angels’ 
song, “Peace, good will toward men,” but he 
forgets the inspired words of James, “First 
pure, then peaceable.” “There is no peacy, 
saith my God to the wicked.” Christ has 
made peace for the believer, and the latter 
is at peace with God for cvermore. Morc- 
over, he possesses a peace which passeth all 
understanding, and which the world cannot 
give. This peace he carries with him to the 
battlefield if duty calls him there, and the 
fact that he is there may be an evidence that 
he is at peace. Gladly would he transmit this 
peace to all his fellowmen were it within his 
power to do so, but war may be a prerequisite 
to that end, for “mercy and truth must meet 
together, and righteousness and peace must 
kiss each other.” 

But the mistaken idea about peace is only 
representative of other curious interpretations 
of Holy Writ. For example, our article stated 
that Christ’s teaching in the Sermon on the 
Mount concerning retaliation was a personal 
matter, and touched on the relation of man to 
man. But one of our good friends replies 


that it is equally binding on Christian nations, 
because they are composed of individuals. 

Christian nations! Where are they? Chris- 
tian nations would never go to war, we grant 
that, and Christian nations would never re- 
taliate, but we are not dealing with Christian 
nations, for there are none, although there 
are many individual Christians in every nation, 
thank God! 

Nor is this war a question of retaliation, but 
of self-preservation. The United States is not 
retaliating on Germany, but seeking to pre- 
vent Germany from subjugating her, that is 
all. The other day a German mine blew up 
a vessel with more than two dozen mission- 
aries on board. We do not propose to re- 
taliate on Germany for this, but we propose 
to neutralize her submarines if we can, even 
if it costs more precious lives to do it. 

Another curious interpretation of Scripture 
refers to Christ’s word to His disciples, “he 
that hath no sword, let him sell his garment 
and buy one.” This, a pacifist informs us, 
has reference to “the sword of the Spirit which 
is the Word of God.” Is it any wonder that 
such fanciful and arbitrary handling of the 
Bible on the part of good men should bring 
it into disrespect with the ungodly, and dis- 
courage even the godly from any serious at- 
tempt to understand it? 

Finally, for to answer all these objectors 
would be an interminable and fruitless task, 
we may mention that one beloved brother ad- 
mits the scriptural authority of the sheriff and 
the policeman to preserve law and order and 
“to preserve life and property, but not to de- 
stroy it intentionally.” But he places this 
over against the duty of the soldier, who, he 
says, “is commanded to kill and to shoot any- 
body at sight, whether he had any grievance 
against his opponent or not!” 

Whoever heard such reasoning! If the sol- 
dier were to shoot those against whom he has 
a grievance, the action would not be that of 
a magistrate, but a murderer. And the sol- 
dier is not a murderer, he is a magistrate, or 
rather the representative of the magistrate. 
That is the reason he shoots those against 
whom he has no grievance. Moreover, the 
sheriff and the police officer are often obliged 
to take life in order to preserve it, and an 
army in the field in such a war as this is not 
acting differently in principle. 

A Christian author to whom all of us owe 
a debt, in a recent publication describes war 
as “the great, all-inclusive, sum-total of every- 
thing that is devilish.” We could not have 
expressed it so well, but he says nothing 
about the responsibility of governments to 
suppress evil-doers from the standpoint of 
war. That is what the United States is doing 
today, and that is why Christian men in our 
judgment should stand back of it with their 
prayers, their money, and their lives. 
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The Great Thanksgiving Psalm

EXT: “As the heaven is high above 

the earth, so great is his mercy 

toward them that fear him. As far 

as the east is from the west, so far 
hath he removed our transgressions from us. 
«Psalm 103: 11, 12. 

I do not know that my owninterest gathers 
more greedily and more yearningly anywhere 
than round about this Psalm. I should like 
to have known the man who sang it, and 
especially to nave had his acquaintance on 
the day the Psalm was born, and his soul was 
just beginning to pour out its rapturous emo- 
tions in this jubilant phrase. And I would 
have liked to have known him a little ear- 
lier when he was clouded with depression, be- 
fore the time of the singing of the birds had 
come. I would like to have been there when 
the man found his wing and his song. 

I like to exercise my imagination in these 
high matters, and try to conceive what this 
man would be like if I saw him in modern 
dress, moving in our streets, and mixing in 
our common affairs. What was he like? How 
did he look? What was his demeanor at 
home, and his carriage in social fellowship? 
Where was he when he sang the song? In 
a house, a guest at the king’s table, or a wan- 
dering minstrel? 

I like to ask these questions though no ans- 
wer is forthcoming. Even to ask the ques- 
tion brings the singer out of the abstraction 
in which he is lost. He was a man like you 
and me. Wore clothes, had his sorrows, went 
to a wedding like you and me, and to a grave- 
yard, too. What was he like? I say. Even 
to ask the question is a profitable thing. It 
endues the singer with flesh and blood. 

Behind that mighty Psalm there must have 
been mighty happenings. It opens with a 
voluminous volume of music, and sweeps 
along with the roll of a great river. It cul- 
minates in a weight of harmony like a mighty 
oratorio. You can tell the man had rich ex- 
periences because of the way he wrestles with 
language in trying to express them. Anybody 
who reads the Psalm with attention, will find 
that he goes out and about and lays hold of 
this emblem and that, that he may tell out 
what the Lord had done for his soul. He 
seems to sit down, or perhaps move about, 
in the familiar lanes and by-lanes of his home- 
land, as I used to walk about the highways 
and by-ways of Grasmere. He walks about 
thinking of the Lord, and the Lord’s dealings 
with him, and seems to say, “How shall I ex- 
press it? What vehicle shall I use? What 
shall be the bearer of my message?” He just 
piles them all together until the Psalm abounds 


in figures, symbols, metaphors, illustrations, 
to express how the Lord has been doing 
mighty things in his life. 

Look at the Metaphors 

May I direct your attention first, to the 
metaphors. See how the Psalmist goes about 
it. He is wondering how to tell you and me 
what it feels like to be a friend of God,—to 
be redeemed, and he sends his imagination out 
on a sort of scout message, to recall things 
he has seen that he may use them as the bear- 
ers of his witness. First, he sees a man who 
was once walking in poverty and who has been 
lifted out of poverty into the treasures of an 
exceedingly rich inheritance. And he says, 
“T feel just like that. Bless the Lord, O my 
soul, and forget not all his benefits, who hath 
made me his beneficiary, crowded me with 
benefits.” 

He sees a prisoner against whom there has 
been an indictment, and now has an acquittal, 
and he says, “I feel just like that prisoner 
who has now found his freedom. ‘Bless the 
Lord, O my soul, who forgiveth thee al! thine 
iniquities.’ ” 

Still that does not express all he has to 
say. He sees men who have been smashed, 
broken in some form of calamity or disease, 
and have recovered to gracious healing. And 
he says, “I feel just like that, like a man who 
has been pulverized and then made whole— 
who has been the victim of some fatal disease 
and is now healed. ‘Bless the Lord, O my 
soul, who healeth all thy diseases.’ ” 

He recalls the slave market and a slave 
being bought into freedom, and how the slave 
was looking when the emancipation was giv- 
en. And he says, “I feel just like that. ‘Bless 
the Lord, O my soul, who redeemeth my life 
from destruction.’ ” 

He thinks of the throne chamber in the im- 
perial court, and of what he had probably 
seen—the chosen leader receiving the crown 
of sovereignty in an exceedingly picturesque 
and gracious manner. And he says, “I feel 
just like that. ‘Bless the Lord, O my soul, 
and all that is within me—who crowneth thy 
life with lovingkindness and tender mercies.’ ” 

He thinks of the banqueting hall, and the 
favored guests, and he says, “I feel just like 
that. ‘Bless the Lord, O my soul, who satis- 
fieth my mouth with good things from the 
king’s table, so that my youth may be re- 
newed.’” 

This man does not know how to tell his 
mind. All words are like tiny buckets to carry 
away the Atlantic, and therefore you are not 
surprised when I say I would like to have 
known him. A man of such large experience, 
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redeemed from such tremendous bondage, so 
uplifted, so holy, so healthy, so hilarious and 
exultant, in the life of God. 

Would you like to hear another metaphor? 
You have got to hear it if I am to-preach 
my sermon. I do not know how long the 
singer wandered about to seek a figure to ex- 
press the high mark. He went outside the 
house at noon, looking for something that 
would tell the people of the mercy of God. 
He went out at midnight and the only figure 
he could find to express the wide range of 
the riches of the divine mercy, was the ampli- 
tude of the heavens. “As the heaven is 
high above the earth so great is the mercy of 
my God to me.” Nothing less than God’s 
heavens would suffice. 

How the prophets delighted in the heavens! 
“The heavens declare the glory of God and 
the firmament showeth his handiwork.” ‘The 
heavens drop down dew.” “He hath stretched 
out the heavens like a curtain.” “Lift up 
your eyes to heaven and look.” And now this 
redeemed, emancipated child of God declares 
the mercy of God is like unto the heavens 
in their loftiness, their sublimity, their gran- 
deur. What a man he is for range! 

And still he is not done. He still wants to 
tell you what he thinks about divine forgive- 
ness that removed sin where the path of the 
swallow is not known and where even the 
eye can never reach. He gazes on the right 
hand, on the dim line of the far horizon, and 
then on the left hand. And he says, “My 
God’s forgiveness has removed my sins as far 
as that dim line is from that dim line. As far 
as the east is from the west.” 

These are the mighty symbols in a mighty 
poem, to express the mighty doings of a 
mighty God in the mighty transformation 
which the forgiveness and mercy of God have 
accomplished in this man’s soul. The mercy 
of God is as great and all-encompassing as 
the skies. And the forgiveness of God is as 
wide as the immeasurable roll that stretches 
from east to west. I ask you to enter more 
fully into the riches of grace and mercy and 
forgiveness of which we are all heirs in 
Christ Jesus. 

How May We Enjoy These Treasures? 

I would like for a moment or two to speak 
about the conditions on which these treasures 
can be enjoyed. How do we come into them? 
I think if we can only know how we may 
become heirs tonight we might have consid- 
erably more intense and absorbing interest 
in the quality of the inheritance. 

We will read the Word again. Let me 
read it with a little change of emphasis. 
“As the heaven is high above the earth so 
great is his mercy toward them that fear 
Him.” 

Is that the condition of possession? Is 
that how we are to enter into the possession 
of grace? Is that how we are to become 
possessors of the mercy and the forgiveness 
of the Lord? 
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“Them that fear him.” You have got to 
get a long way from the ordinary interpreta- 
tion of “fear” if you are rightly to understand 
the psalmist’s meaning. In colloquial con- 
versation fear is suggestive of fright, panic, 
servitude, cringing. Fear is oppressive and 
repressive. Fear contracts everything. 

A man in the States has written a book 
with the intention of making out that nearly 
all the ailments to which we are heirs are 
the creations of fear. It may be an exagger- 
ated estimate of the ministry of fear, but | 
think every medical man will tell you that 
fear is repressive, contractive and never ex- 
pansive. 

Are we to approach our Lord in paralyzing 
dread? Am I to come into the presence of 
God as a child comes into a man’s presence 
of whom it is afraid? Am I to live my life 
in servile shivering dread? Am I to grope 
along life as though at any moment I may 
hear the judgment bell? Never to laugh? 
Neyer to put on my wings, and soar and 
sing? Must I be like men crossing a perilous 
glacier with monster crevices that at any 
moment may open and devour them? That 
cannot be the meaning of it, because that kind 
of thing can never break out into song. A 
servile spirit cannot ever produce a song like 
that any more than a lark can sing when 
the hawk is in the sky. 

I go to the Word, and so tell you some- 
thing that the Word says about it. If there 
is anybody here who is afraid of God, and 
thinks in that fright he is pleasing God, listen 
to this sentence from the Word of God. “The 
fear of the Lord is the beginning of wisdom.” 
I tike that phrase. The fear of the Lord 
brings you into such a condition that the 
morning star is shining with the prospect 
of a fuller day. 

Will you have another word? “The fear 
of the Lord is a fountain of life’ It is at- 
tractive, not repellent, expansive, nor repress- 
ive. It unlooses the gentle currents of the 
soul. It does not freeze and seal them. When 
we fear the Lord we may live. We are more 
alive in body, in mind, in soul. That is far 
away from the dried-up ministry of a cring- 
ing servitude. 

Lastly, if I may quote another, which is a 
glorious paradox. “They that fear thee will 
be glad.” Here is a strange conjunction— 
fear, combined with gladness! Fear, with the 
bird singing! Therefore it cannot be a spirit 
of servility or the shivering fear of the bird 
when the cat is in the-room. 


The Tremble of Love 

It is exceedingly difficult to express what 
this mysterious thing is. Many of you here 
tonight know what it is but find it difficult 
to put into words. Is it a trembling at all? 
I think a trembling, but not the trembling of 
the slave, the loved one when she has just 
heard in her virgin ear the first whispered 
words of love. We had a bird in our home 
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for years and whenever my wife went into 
the room it began to tremble. Not with 
dread but with delight that the one it trusted 
was near. It trembled in the sensitive per- 
ception of her presence. A beloved one per- 
haps has been far away and is coming back. 
Do you remember how you heard the gate, 
and the latch of it lifted? Were you all 
atremble? The fear of God is the sensitive 
sense that He is near—that the Lover is 
here, and that I am delighting in His presence. 

It is a sense we can develop as the years go 
by, young people. I do not say we can begin 
with the trembling of experienced lovers in the 
faith life, in our relationship with the holy Lord. 
When we turn to the Lord our perceptions may 
be dim and ill-defined. But when we pratice the 
presence of the Lord, the real fear of the Lord, 
our senses become exercised and we perceive 
Him. 

I remember a musician one night saying some- 
thing like this: He had six of the finest violins 
in his custody. They were so exquisite in their 
sensitiveness that when he went near them in 
the room in the night the delicate creatures 
seemed to respond to his footfalls. Their vibra- 
toriness was so exquisite that they turned to 
song when he went near. 

I want a soul so sensitive, that, like a Stradi- 
varius, it will echo the footfall of God even 
though I am by an open grave. That is the fear 
of the Lord. Sensitiveness to God that expresses 
itself in worship, adoration, obeisance. Not dread. 
My Father wants no dread. 

The most beautiful thing I saw in Westminster 
Abbey at the Coronation of King George, was 
just after he had been crowned, when our Royal 
Princes and Princesses were coming to render 
homage. The Prince of Wales was the first to 
come. He came with a certain fear of the cere- 
monial, a trembling because of the eyes that 
were upon him. But when he came to his father, 
the latter broke through the conventionalities 
that surrounded him and put his arm around his 
boy and kissed him, That is like my Father in 
heaven. 

They who fear the Lord are the heirs of 
all the promises, and therefore heirs to the 
mercy which is as high as the heavens. 

I cannot tell how many English words it 
has taken to express the fullness and origi- 
nal glory of the word, “mercy.” Our little 
English words cannot carry the glory of the 
Greek. If you refer to the Old Testament 
you will find our translators have used quite 
a dozen English words trying to express the 
contents of the original one. Kindness, lov- 
ing-kindness, merciful kindness, goodness, 
godliness, bounty, all express something in 
the mercy of God. Yet when they have all 
come up and done their business the half 
hath not been told. Is that mercy of the 
Lord big enough for thee, for me? Big 
enough to live, to die, to rise again and still 
be under? Do not you call that a gospel? 
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Believers Not Deceived 

Just one word of the other great figure, 
and with our minds filled with the glory we 
will go back tomorrow to our common role 
of duty. “As far as the east is from the west, 
so far hath he removed our transgressions 
from us.” I think the psalmist must have 
stood upon some great mountain in Palestine, 
as I did before the war broke out. I imag- 
ined myself standing where the psalmist was. 
I turned to the East and looked to the hills 
of Moab and saw the dim line of the horizon 
far beyond. Then I turned West, to the hori- 
zon far beyond the Mediterranean Sea. Yet 
that was not enough, for East and West never 
meet. The forgiven sinner and his forgiven 
sin shall never meet again! 

It is a glory to proclaim a gospel like that. 
It is a tremendous glory to believe it. Do 
you believe it? Is there anybody in this 
house tonight who regards a gospel like 
this as a mass of vagaries, do you think we 
are deceived? Do you believe that we who 
rejoice in our salvation are victims of de- 
lusion? Do you mean to suggest that when 
a man has been waiking along thel miry 
paths of wickedness, and turns his weary 
feet to what he believes to be a reconciling 
God, and finds the forgiveness of the Lord 
resting upon his past, and the bountiful love 
of the Lord upon his present, do you believe 
he is the victim of delusion? Then I say, 
if that be so, that the best men are the most 
deceived. Give me their delusions! Give me 
the restoring power of their belief in God! 
That merciful, forgiving, gracious, adorable 
Lord is here tonight, to “break the bonds of 
cancelled sin, to set the prisoner free.” Be- 
lieve it. It is not a matter of controversy, it 
is a matter of a contrite heart. 


“Come, let us to the Lord our God 
With contrite hearts repair,” 


and see what He will do. If you fear 
Him, put your trust in Him, believe Him and 
live to Him before next Sunday comes round 
if, God willing, we meet again for worship, 
you will add your song to the great strain, 
and be found singing, “As the heavens are 
high above the earth so great is his mercy 
toward them that fear him, as far as the east 
is from the west, so far hath he removed my 
transgressions from me.”

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The Overcoming Life

Synopsis of an Address Delivered at The Moody Bible Institute 


N the First Epistle of John at the fifth 

chapter and the fourth and fifth verses, it 

is written: “For whatsoever is born of God 

*overcometh the world; and this is the 
victory that overcometh the world, even our 
faith. Who is he that overcometh the world, 
but he that believeth that Jesus is the Son of 
God” 


Dr. Reid, of Dickinson College, until he 
was fifteen years of age, never saw tht stars. 
He was through these years hearing con- 
stantly about the wonders of the Milky Way 
and the glories of the midnight shining of 
those gems in the blue, but he never saw 
them. There was something like a mist be- 
fore his eyes. At fifteen he consulted an 
oculist and got the requisite artificial aid, and 
when he beheld the glories of the heavens, it 
all but overpowered him. 

Beloved, the reason, for defeat in the Chris- 
tian life is short sightedness as to seeing the 
Son of God; and my one desire this morning 
is, that the Holy Spirit, whose chief vucation 
it is to take of the things of Christ and re- 
veal them unto us, will help me to lead you 
a little further into the glory that is in 
Christ. 

We are familiar with the word that only 
Christ reveals the Father, and that 1s a tre- 
mendous truth. “No man,” including the 
great, the wise, the farseeing, “no man” in 
any age, or clime, or time, “hath seen God 
at any time but the only begotten Son in the 
bosom of the Father, he hath declared him.” 
But there is another side to that truth that 
we are not so familiar with, and that is that 
“no one knoweth the Son, but the Father.” 
We need to have the sense of our utter lim- 
itation to comprehend Christ to awaken in 
us the needful expectation for an ever in- 
creasing knowledge of Him, whom to know 
is life eternal. 


I want to have you see Him through “the 
eye of the apostle whom Jesus loved.” John 
looks over the Aegean Sea from the Isle of 
Patmos, where he was for the testimony he 
bore to Christ. Looking through the almost 
preternatural clearness of that eastern at- 
mosphere, he could see those centers in Asia 
Minor where the church of Christ had been 
planted, where he, himself, for example, had at 
Ephesus spent three years. He was thinking 
of the revolutions that had taken place since 
that time when the little band went forth 
without prestige or power and with the world 
opposed to them. Looking out from that 





day it seemed as if they were going to sub. 
jugate the world to Christ in a short time, 
They were under the conviction that the gos. 
pel was the power of God that could over- 
turn the world, and for a time it seemed as if 
they were surely to bring the world to the 
feet of Christ. From Jerusalem to Illyricum, 
and from Illyricum to Rome they preached 
and taught, and everywhere men and women 
bowed like the grass before the scythe of the 
reaper, and recognized Jesus as Lord. 

But now the apostle is an old man, and 
every one of the apostles besides has suffered 
at the hands of the world’s master. Every one 
has passed out of the world in some cruel 
passion, and the work they started, the cen- 
ters where the churches had been planted, 
had been suffering; and it seemed as if the 
enemy had almost exterminated the last spark 
of that which they had kindled by the grace 
of God. And, so, looking over the world, he 
might have said: “Here am I, ninety-six 
years of age, and I have served Christ all 
my life, and have seen the wonders wrought 
from the first; but now, everything is scattered 
by this fearful, wicked world, and they have 
overcome Christ, and all my life has been a 
failure. I wonder if I could have made a 
mistake, and Jesus was not the Christ at all?” 

I say in view of the things before him he 
might have taken some such pessimistic and 
doubting view of life, and of the world; but 
it is not so. Standing there alone, the great 
ancestor of those who had enlisted in the 
army of the Captain of our salvation, almost 
a century old, his body racked with pain, his 
back bent with labor, thinking of the little 
bands of Christians scattered and persecuted, 
burned with fire, and slain by the sword, he 
might have said it was all in vain; but he 
did not. It was then that he said: “This is 
tle victory that overcometh the world, even 
our faith.” It was the vision he had by faith, 
of the world yet brought to the feet of Christ 
which enabled him to say that 


The Victory Is For Us 


Now, if we look a little closer at this vision 
that so filled the horizon of this apostle that 
he could tread that isle as a victor, if we can 
see this, we, too, will get the victory. 

In that wonderful first chapter of Colos- 
sians, you have the statement that “in all 
things he might have the preeminence.” 
Have you stopped to consider what that 
means? You have, first of all, Christ as the 
head of creation; and when I say first of all, 
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| am speaking now of things in time, be- 
cause before that He is set forth as being 
one with the Father. 

By Him the worlds were made, all things 
whether they be thrones or dominions, or 
principalities, or powers. Not only that, but 
for Him were they made, and He is the sus- 
taining power that holds all things together. 
Not an atom could cling to another atom, 
but by the will of Jesus Christ. When the 
purpose of God has been subserved, all 
through the creation that now is, then crea- 
tion comes back unto Him, as unto the reser- 
voir from whence it proceedeth. 

Oh, how easy it is to speak the words, but 
if you try to get the thought of creation, thea 
you will bow lower than before, and say: 
‘My Lord, my creator, the creator of all 
things, I adore thee, for the majesty of thy 
wondrous works,” 

But He is to have the preeminence, not 
only in creation, but in our redemption. 
Without Him redemption was impossible. 
Every child of Adam was born under con- 
demnation. Oh, think of the glorious Son of 
God who made the world, stepping down 
fom His throne, and saying: “I will take on 
me, not the nature of angels, but of the seed 
of Abraham, that in a body of humiliation I 
may suffer the life and the death of one liv- 
ing in poverty and dying in shame, in order 
that I may accomplish the redemption of the 
lost world.” Preeminent in redemption! 


Preeminent in the Word of God! 

This Word everywhere magnifies Christ as 
the preeminent One. Through it all it is re- 
hearsing His praises and setting forth His 
power. Oh, you who are going forth to be 
God’s servants, I ask with my whole heart, 
as one to whom it has been given to preach 
the gospel to yellow and black, and red and 
white, to all classes and conditions of men 
for thirty years, I ask of you to remember 
this, that the gospel “is the power of God 
unto salvation.” What does that mean? The 
power of Him who created all things is be- 
hind that gospel. You only nullify its ob- 
jective when you try to make it attractive by 
anything of man’s wisdom. If you try by 
argument to make it easier and simpler and 
to bring something into it that will make it 
attractive to the natural man, then you take 
a step that is at once foolish and impious. 
But remembering that the power of Christ is 
in His Word then you can go forth it mat- 
ters not if all the world be against you, it 
matters not if you sit like John on Patmos, 
you can face it all with a courage not earth 
born, with a joy that knows that soon every- 
thing, willing or unwilling, in heaven, and 
earth and hell, shall bow before your Lord 
and your Saviour. 

Preeminent in heaven, as the Man Who 
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came and in Himself secured our redemption. 
There He is, seated, not on His throne as 
yet, but on His Father’s Throne. “My King 
shall I set upon my holy hill of Zion.” That 
is yet to be, but still at this moment there 
are bowing before Him those wonderful 
beings, whom we have given little thought to, 
who have been in the presence of the glory 
and majesty of God, and who with veiled 
faces respond to His commands. These are 
they who say: “Holy, holy, holy, Lord God 
Almighty, King of kings, and Lord of lords.” 


And then, He is preeminent not only there, 
but also in the future glory, when He shall 
take His crown and His throne, when He 
shall come after His coronation. I trust ev- 
ery one of us will be there, for that day for 
the Christian will reveal that he who stood 
with Christ in the day of the shadow and the 
sorrow, in the day of the blasphemy and the 
doubt, will then be crowned. 


Christ’s Relationship to His People 

Our Christ is not as He seems to the world 
to be, indifferent to the present order of 
things. He is not forgetful of the things that 
His own little flock in the world are doing. 
Oh, that we might know the Word more, that 
we might really know the things therein 
written. “Open my eyes that I may behold 
wondrous things out of thy law,” was the in- 
spired cry of the psalmist. He did not say: 
“Give me a new Bible, I want something 
new;” what he did ask for was a new sense 


of vision, a new power of seeing. That is 
what we need. 
The late Dr. A. T. Pierson told me one 


thing that has remained with me through the 
years. He said that there was a doctor in a 
western city, a bachelor, whose sister kept 
house for him. He was wealthy, and had 
prestige, socially and professionally. He and 
his sister went away one summer for a holi- 
day, and among other places they visited, was 
an Indian encampment. He saw a daughter 
of a chief, a girl, with her blanket, coming 
from the tepee. There was something about 
her face that betokened strength of character, 
and the sister called her brother’s attention 
to it, and said: “That girl has in her the 
making of a splendid woman; I wish we could 
take her back home, and send her to school.” 
The doctor secured her father’s permission, 
and brought the girl home and put her in a 
school where she got special attention. She 
responded readily and grew in knowledge 
and in grace, and by and by when she was 
graduated, was recognized as a woman of 
surpassing ability. Then the doctor offered 
her his heart and hand, and she accepted and 
they became one. She took his name, she 
became joint-heir with him in all that he had, 
and was accepted in society as he was. Lift 
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that up to whatever scale you will, and say: 
“I am married to Christ.” “All that I have 
is thine,” He has said to me, and I have 
looked into His eyes, and I have said: “Thou 
art mine, and I am thine; all thine is mine, 
all of mine is thine, and that forever more.” 

I see Him up in the glory before He took 
upon Himself the body of humiliation; and I 
see Him coming down and living a life 
matchless and peerless, perfect in every par- 
ticular. And then I see Him spat upon, 
looked upon with shame, and at last nailed to 
a cross, and the crowds saying, “Himself he 
can not save.” Then the prince of the pow- 
ers of the air seemed to have overcome the 
second and last Adam, as He had overcome 
the first Adam, but it only seemed so; it was 
the most glorious victory. Then they took 
that poor dead body and placed it in the 
tomb. Then I see Him coming back again, 
and appearing in the midst of His disciples. 
Oh, He is here today; do you not feel Him? 
And then I see Him as He said to His dis- 
ciples: “All power is given unto me in 
heaven and on earth. Go ye forth therefore.” 
The power that is His, omnipotent in its 
measure, is given through Him to every 
humblest believer who in faith would become 
weak but yet powerful by that which He will 
impart. 

Then I see Him in the first chapter of 
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Revelation and that is the only portrait of 
Jesus Christ. We are much indebted to the 
archaeologists, but when they tell us they 
have discovered a portrait of Christ recently, 
I am not interested; I would not look at it jf 
they brought it to me. The only Spirit. 
drawn picture, is that full length portrait in 
Revelation the first chapter. It was the same 
Master that John had walked with many 
times. Would you not have thought that he 
would have said: “O my Master” as he ran 
to embrace Him, or at least to clasp His 
feet? Instead of that, he fell at His feet as 
one dead. Why? Because even John had 
not beheld the glory; even John seeing and 
being with Him through all those days, hid 
not beheld the glory; and now he fell at His 
feet as one dead. Oh, in that hour I see the 
picture that is given in that chapter in Colos- 
sians and elsewhere of our Lord Jesus Christ 
who, after His death, went down into Hades 
that He might take the key of Hades, and 
came up, and ascended into the air, and amid 
the prince and the powers of the air, and the 
thrones and the dominions and principalities, 
proved Himself the conqueror. In Him all 
the fulness of the Godhead dwells, and He 
has the preeminence in all things. 

O beloved, have you any fear about over- 
coming the world or overcoming the devil, 
if you have this Christ as your Christ? 


Our Lord Jesus Christ in the Epistle to the 
Hebrews

N the Epistle to the Church in Rome, as 

Rome stood for human law, appropriately 

the scene is that of a court room, the 

court of God’s throne. All the world is 
present before Hitn. He asks, of Jew and 
Gentile, if anyone possesses a righteousness 
that is consistent with His own. Everyone 
is silent before God because of sin. He 
righteously pronounces the whole world guilty. 
But instead of executing the sentence of death 
upon the guilty, the Son of God comes down 
from his throne, and becomes the Son of 
Man, and takes the guilty sinners’ place, and 
has the righteous sentence of death executed 
upon Himself. Then as the Spirit of holiness 
cannot remain under the sentence of death, 
He rises and ascends to His throne. 

The Holy Spirit comes down on the day of 
Pentecost, and starts down the aisles of the 
court room, from Jerusalem unto the utter- 
most part of the earth. He proclaims Christ 


to be the righteousness of God, the holiness 
of God, the redemption of God, perfect, un- 
changeable and eternal, on the righteous 
ground of the blood of Christ, by the grace 
of God, through faith in Jesus Christ the 
Lord. Out of this court room he is now 
gathering the church, the body and bride of 
Christ. 

But in the Epistle to the Hebrews, ap- 
proximately, the scene is that of the Taber- 
nacle, the Lord’s dwelling place among Israel. 
Holiness becometh His house. God is a fire. 
cofsuming iniquity. No sinner can abide in 
His presence. The Israelite could only ap- 
proach Him as near as the brazen altar, at 
the door of the Tabernacle, and only there 
was God’s appointed sacrifice for sin. There 
he was put to death—in his substitute. What 
was done with the substitute was reckoned to 
have been done to the believing Israelite. Part 
was consumed without the camp, and, on the 
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day of atonement, the blood was taken within 
the veil. Christ has put away the believer’s 
sin by His death outside of Jerusalem, and 
has taken him into heaven itself, as a son, 
and heir, and worshiper. But man being put 
to death at the door of the tabernacle, only 
God can speak in the tabernacle. And it be- 
comes Him to speak in His own house. He 
is the glory of it and His presence and 
yoice are the joy of His household. There- 
fore, only His authorship is recognized in 
this Epistle, and there is no need of any 
human voice. It begins with the author: 
“God,” “God hath spoken.” 


“Wherefore, holy brethren, partakers of the 
heavenly calling, consider the Apostle and 
High Priest of our profession, Christ Jesus.” 
An apostle is one whom God sends with His 
message to His people. In the first chapter 
Christ is seen as “The Apostle of our pro- 
fession.” He is the Son of God who has be- 
come the Son of Man, the appointed heir of 
all things. He is God’s prophet. He is now 
God’s High Priest on the right hand of the 
majesty on high. He will be God’s King when 
He is brought again into the world. He is 
the source of creation, is now its sustainer, 
and will dismiss it, and survive it. 

He is declared the Son of God by being be- 
gotten from the dead. As risen He is David’s 
Greater Son. As the first begotten from the 
dead He will be brought again into. the world, 
amidst the encircling worship of all God’s 
angels. As God He is always King upon His 
righteous throne, and will establish His throne 
upon this earth, as being also David’s heir, the 
Christ, anointed with the spirit of joy, above 
His companions, as He reigns over the earth 
in the joy of righteousness and peace. He 
now sits on God’s throne in heaven, until He 
comes to sit upon His throne on earth, the 
throne of His own glory. 

In the second chapter He is seen as “The 
High Priest of our profession.” A high priest 
is one whom God appoints to go from the 
people of God into the presence of God, in 
their behalf. As the Son of God He came an 
Apostle. As Son of Man He has returned a 
High Priest. In the first chapter He is set in 
contrast, as the Son of God, above the angels, 
who are His worshipers, and the servants of 
the heirs of His salvation. In the second 
chapter as Son of Man He is contrasted with 
the angels. By His birth among men he 
stooped lower than the angels. By His death 
He stooped still lower, identifying Himself 
with sinners under the judicial sentence of 
death and the power of the devil. But as be- 
gotten from the dead, and ascending into 
heaven as the Son of Man, and invited, as such, 
to sit upon God’s throne, “crowned with glory 
and honour,” where angels but stand and veil 
their faces, He is above all created beings. 

Before God created the earth, He planned 
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that a man should be over it. He purposed 
that His Son should be that man and heir. 
When the first man, by sin, became the enemy 
of God, like Satan, God did not have to change 
His purpose. In long-suffering He allowed the 
first man to display himself as a sinner through 
his seed. When the Son of God became “the 
second man,” the first man put Him to death. 
That was the end of man’s probation. What 
further witness is needed to show what a sinner 
is? Henceforth the sinner is spoken of as 
“dead in trespasses and sins.” 


As begotten from the dead the Son of Man 
becomes “the last man” in a glorious resurrec- 
tion body. As such, He is a quickening spirit. 
He breathes His own risen life into all who 
believe in Him. Those who are the seed of 
the first man are dead, and full of corruption. 
All who hear and receive the Spirit and life- 
giving words of the Son of God have “passed 
from death unto life” forever. 

In the eighth Psalm, where man is seen 
created for this earth, and lower than the 
angels, who are created for the heavens, when 
the heavens and their glories are considered, 
what is man, that God in the heavens should 
be mindful of him and visit him? But in the 
Epistle to the Hebrews, when the man “Jesus” 
is seen above the heavens upon God’s throne, 
we are invited to “consider” Him—and not the 
heavens—much less the earth. Into the glory 
His Father has given Him He has taken, out 
of His grave, His redeemed people. By crea- 
tion angels were above them. By redemption 
they are above the angels, who now serve 
them as “the sons and heirs of God.” 

In,Hebrews our Lord perfects His every 
work for God and men, perfects every office 
and title that are His. Therefore it is all for 
ever. There can be no repetitions, no addi- 
tions. It all displays God in the fulness of 
His grace and glory. 

In the third chapter Moses, in the fourth 
chapter Joshua, in the fifth chapter Aaron, in 
the seventh chapter Melchisedec, in the 
eleventh chapter the saints of God, who heard 
and believed the Word of God, and wrought 
for God by faith, are all ushered into his pres- 
ence to be compared with Him, in person, 
perfections, titles, glories, work—only to be 
seen in contrast, and ushered out, leaving Him 
in all things the preeminence, and eternal glory. 
In the eighth chapter, as Mediator of the new 
covenant, and minister of the heavenly sanc- 
tuary, His Calvary is set in contrast with Mt. 
Sinai and His Tabernacle in the wilderness. 
In the ninth chapter He is testator and exe- 
cutor of God’s will concerning His heirs. In 
the tenth chapter His one perfect sacrifice for 
sins is set in contrast with all its ancient and 
appointed shadows, seating Him on God’s 
throne, and perfecting His saints and placing 
them with Him before God for ever.

HAT a great mission is that of the 
servant of Jehovah! It is no less 
than to establish judgment in the

truth of God, 
stated in Matthew 12:20, 
victory.” 

It is peculiarly interesting to notice that 
the Lord as servant of Jehovah, included with 
Himself Moses the mediator, David the king, 
Paul the apostle, and the covenanted people 
Israel not only, but the “faithful and true” 
believers in all the centuries. He is the 
“Head,” and they in vital union with Him are 
the “body”’—His church; and therefore they 
also “Will not fail nor be discouraged,” till 
the mighty task of His judgment in all the 
world is fully accomplished. By His servant 
Moses Jehovah revealed His will, and ruled 
His people Israel; and because this exalted 
title was conferred upon him, the saints who 
stand by the sea of glass in heaven, sing the 
song of Moses and the song of the Lamb; 
and while they are occupied in this service of 
praise, we of the earthly conflict may aspire 
to receive more of His invincible Spirit. 

“Oh! not to fill the mouth of fame, 
My longing soul is stirred; 

Oh! give me a diviner name, 
Call me thy servant, Lord.” (Gill) 


An essential feature of the work of the 
servant is that He will not be overcome by 
the whole power of Satanic evil, neither re- 
sistance, torture, nor death could conquer 
His spirit. To the cross He went by the 
Father’s will, and by His death He has won 
the victory over the prince of this world, and 
his whole kingdom of darkness. 

The apostle Paul became another illustri- 
ous cooperator with his heavenly Master. 
The conviction was laid on him that he was 
debtor to preach the gospel to the Jew, the 
Greek, and the barbarian. Especially during 
these missionary centuries the believer is to 
enter into the fellowship of the Master, and 
to become like Him invincible in the great 
That this is a difficult service the 


campaign. 
teacher Himself admitted. ‘“‘This kind,” He 
said of the demon, “goeth not out, save by 


prayer and fasting.” Are the poor victims of 
ignorance and superstition today, bound by 
weaker demoniacal chains than were those 
whom the Lord and His apostles delivered? 
Faith now as then to take hold of the al- 
mighty arm, and to toil and wait there with- 
out flinching, shall win the victory. For this 





purpose the earthly servants are called to 
duty, till the Master Himself shall come to 
complete the work. 


In the present world-war in Europe and 
the near East the chief factor concerned in 
the whole conflict, is that Jesus Christ is the 
over-lord and judge. The crown of world. 
dominion which fell from the first man Adam 
because of his sin, has been given to the 
“second Adam,” the great Redeemer. From 
the prophecy of Daniel we learn that He will 
be invested officially with the supreme do. 
minion over this whole world (Dan. 7:13, 14), 
Till the time of it shall come the sovereignty 
has been delegated to the Gentile rulers; but 
they should always have recognized the fact 
that in every act of their judgment they are 
responsible to the exalted heavenly King. 
This needful allegiance they have not regard- 
ed. They have not referred to the book of 
their instructions, nor did they “extol and 
honor the King of heaven “all whose works 
are truth, and His ways judgment: and those 
who walk in pride He is able to abase” (Dan, 
4:37). 

As He is the Prince of peace there can be 
no war in the Kingdom He will set up other 
than that which He and His people shall al- 
Ways wage against Satan and his hosts, 
Since the earthly rulers are in charge by the 
over-Lord’s permission, He leaves them to 
their own way to seek their earthly interests 
and exhaust their strength upon each other. 
God deals with all of them in judgment, cut- 
ting them short in their resources, and hum- 
bling their pride, till finally He will dispose 
of what is left of them when He Himself 
shall come. 

In all the changes forthcoming according 
to the prophetic word, great emphasis is 
given to the loyalty and power of the serv- 
ants of Jehovah. As in the case of St. Paul 
the apostle, worldly ambition, fame, wealth, 
and ease are to be eliminated. They crush 
the aspirations of the men of this world, and 
are become “hidden with Christ in God.” It 
is theirs to be witnesses for Him, as He said, 
to make all men know and fear the impend- 
ing judgments. They follow their Lord in 
suffering, that they may make full proof of 
their ministry. When our human life is be- 
set so much by temptation and infirmity, can 
we wonder that few reach this prize of the 
high calling of God in Christ Jesus? But the 
risen Lord will call to this service as many 
as are needed to proclaim the forgiveness of 
sin by the blood of the Son of God; that the 
best achievement of human liberty is found 
in strict obedience to the divine will; and that 
the coming Christ will appear in glory, to 
fulfill every promise He has ever made to the 
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sinful. and weary. Soon will He call His 
servants to His side to worship and receive 
their crowns of victory. 

In the thirty-sixth Psalm (in which the 
title of servant of Jehovah is given to David), 


is shown the contrast between Israel’s God 


and the wicked: 

“The wicked abhorreth not evil; 

But thy judgments, O Jehovah, are a great 
deep! 

How precious is thy loving-kindness: 

Therefore shall the children of men, 

Take refuge under the shadow of Thy wings.” 


II 
THE FIFTH GOSPEL

It has ever been a matter of wonder to me 
that the words of our Lord given in John 8:7, 
were not lifted out of their historical setting 
and given separate position on one page but 
in the most beautiful type, enclosed in an 
ornamental or illuminated box or border, and 
entitled: “The Gospel According to Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God, the only Book He 
Ever Wrote.” 

And then would follow an epitome of the 
Old and New Testaments, boiled down and 
rolled into one trenchant sentence, a lovely 
synopsis of His own mission and _ sacrifice 
on Calvary: “Let him that is without sin 
among you first cast a stone at her.” 

That was all. But it is worthy of a place 
in the Book of Books as the Fifth Gospel. 
It is glad tidings par excellence. In it is 
comprehended by inference, analogy and nec- 
essary deduction, connection and interpreta- 
tion, the whole of the law, prophets, Gospels, 
Epistles and the Apocalypse. 

It may be urged that it is not proven that 
these words were actually written by Him 
“on the ground;” but none can doubt that 
these were the words His mind shaped as 
His finger indited, and that it is fair to pr2- 
sume that He actually wrote them. However 
that may be, it is true that the only recorded 
time when our Lord wrote anything, He gave 
these words as the result at the conclusion. 

And what pregnant words! They are the 
groundwork of good government as well as 
of personal salvation. In His discourse of 
Matthew 7 He states the principle more at 
length, and in verse 11 of John 8, His 
“Neither do I condemn thee. Go and sin no 
more,” sets forth the obverse; for if any one 
on earth or in heaven could condemn her and 
cast the first stone, it was the Christ, the sin- 
less Son of God. Yet He did not. And what 
else? He told her not of it then; but He 
could die for her and did, because she was 
already passed under condemnation in Adam’s 
transgression. 


So the incident opens up Genesis, and 
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passes on through the glorious hosannas and 
visions of Isaiah, the heart-searchings of the 
Psalms and all the echoes of the prophetic 
corridors, into the apotheosis of the Revela- 
tion, where the ecstatic question is asked, 
“What are these?” and the sublime reply is 
made, “These are they which have come out 
of great tribulation and have washed their 
robes and made them white in the blood of 
the Lamb.” 

Oh, the Fifth Gospel is a many sided and 
beautifully faceted diamond, throwing out 
from its clear depths the light of all the great 
truths of sin, condemnation, redemption, and 
the wisdom, mercy, justice, love and power 
of the triune God; not the least of which is 
Christ’s quiet assertion of His deity by say- 
ing: “Neither do I condemn thee. Go, and 
sin no more.” 

For so we may know that the Son of Man 
hath power on earth to forgive sin. 

III 
THE SECOND TOUCH

Jesus was a wonderful person and he had 
a wonderful touch. He touched lepers, whom 
no one else would touch, and they were 
cleansed; he touched a sick woman and the 
fever left her; he took a ruler’s daughter by 
the hand and she arose from the dead. His 
personal contacts were saving. 

In dealing with a blind man of Bethsaida 
Jesus took a singular course, he touched him 
twice. After the first touch the man saw 
men, but beheld them as trees, walking. They 
were to him grotesque creatures, more than 
trees, but less than men. After the second 
touch he saw all things clearly. 

What does this case mean to us? Why 
this second touch? Perhaps there was some 


physical peculiarity, that demanded special 
treatment. Certainly there is a spiritual les- 
son here. Men are physically, morally, spir- 


itually and personally blind. There is a 
blindness of sin, that cannot see Jesus. There 
is a blindness of selfishness that considers 
only those whom it can use and simply fails 
to see the rest of men. There is the blind- 
ness of lovelessness, before which others pass 
as phantoms; silent, unknown, misrepresented 
and distorted by imagination, like trees, walk- 
ing. Perhaps we need the touch that is so 
considerate, sympathetic, wisely loving and 
powerful, that we may notice our neighbors. 
It may be that we need a second touch, that 
we may share the views of Jesus, who never 
saw men as trees, walking, and that we may 
know our neighbors and help them. Do we 
not need that saving touch and that sanctify- 
ing touch? 

Do not others need that Jesus should touch 
us twice? Men are stumbling about, but 
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they are blind. How shall we help them? 
Jesus dealt with persons more than with 
things; we deal with things more than with 
persons. What can enable us to appreciate 
and to fully touch humanity? We must get 
into touch with all whom we would bless. 
It is impossible for anyone to be touched by 
us while we are unloving. No one can be- 
lieve in an unloving person. Who can re- 
store to us that lost faculty of faith? Who 
can add to it that lost power of love? Can- 
not Jesus in his spiritual presence do as 


much for us as he did for those about him 
in the days of his flesh? Is not Jesus a life- 
giving Spirit? 

God is light; he shows us things and peo- 
ple as they are. God is love; he enables 
_things and people to be as they should. Jesus 
is at leisure to each one of us. Lord, that I 
might receive my sight! I believe, help thou 
mine unbelief! Lord, that I might fully re- 
ceive my sight! That with another touch 
thou wouldst shed abroad the love of God in 
my heart! ° 


Religion and Government

HINKING men the world over, edu- 

cated and uneducated, are consider- 

ing today two great and largely 

synonymous’ subjects—religion and 
government—which have to do with the pres- 
ent and eternal welfare of mankind. 

Two thousand years ago Christ came to 
preach a pure religion and to promulgate the 
reign of God upon the earth. For three years 
He taught the fundamental principles of this 
joint religion and government, the human 
seat of which He said was in the hearts of 
men. He then delegated its propagation to 
His disciples and ¢o their successors, the 
members of the church which He instituted, 
and purchased “with his own blood.” 

At the end of His earthly career, when 
placed on trial before the Roman governor, 
charged with rebellion, He testified that He 
was a King and said: “To this end have I 
been born, and to this end have I come into 
the world that I should bear witness to the 
truth.” Pilate’s reply, “What is truth?” has 
ever since been ringing down the centuries 
and echoing in the minds of men. Did then 
Christ fail to give fundameiutally true teach- 
ing, that we find world conditions as they are 
today and men everywhere unsettled as to 
truth in their religious life, and questioning 
as to the foundations and stability of all 
earthly governments? Even the church seems 
to be uttering uncertain and divided counsels 
which poorly carry out His commission to 
witness for Him as to ultimate truth. 

Our Chinese Critic 

A young Chinaman, educated in one of our 
universities, wrote to a friend in the United 
States soon after the war commenced: “Never 
was there a more lovable exponent of super- 
human ideas than your Christ; and never was 
there a leader of thought who so emphat- 
ically repudiated your entire system of gov- 
ernment. He ignored the problem of the dis- 
tribution of wealth, the ultimate end of the 
state. No, your nations are not founded on 
Christ. They are anti-Christ. Today, it is 


not the desecration of the tabernacle within 
the cathedral of Rheims which your public 
press and magazines deplore, but rather the 
destruction of the architecture enclosing it.” 
Then he added regarding this war: “It is the 
logical sequence of your civilization, the basic 
principle of which is avarice on earth and 
happiness in heaven.” 

This is a charge which makes us tremble, 
for it leads us to bear in mind some of 
Christ’s great teachings as to life’s fundamen- 
tals, “Lay not up for yourselves treasures on 
earth,” “Yecannot serve God and Mammon,” 
“The care of the world and the deceitfulness 
of riches choke the word and it becometh un- 
fruitful,” “It is easier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle than for a rich 
man to enter the kingdom of God.” Also 
God’s dealings with Israel: “For the iniquity 
of his covetousness was I wroth and smote 
him.” Never were professed Christians of all 
nations so rich as when this war broke out; 
and probably never were so many dissatisfied 
and unhappy. 

There may be other uses for war, but one 
use, purification through punishment, is evi- 
dently taught over and over again in the 
Scriptures. Listen to Jeremiah in his twenty- 
fifth chapter addressed “to all the kingdoms 
of the world,” and readily applicable to the 
present moment: “Thus saith Jehovah of 
Hosts: Ye shall surely drink. For, lo, I be- 
gin to work evil at the city which is called 
by my name; and should ye be utterly unpun- 
ished? Ye shall not be unpunished; for I 
will call for a sword upon all the inhabitants 
of the earth, saith Jehovah of Hosts. There- 
fore prophesy thou against them all these 
words, and say unto them * * * Jehovah 
hath a controversy with the nations; he will 
enter into judgment with all flesh; as for the 
wicked, he will give them to the sword, saith 
Jehovah. Thus saith Jehovah of hosts, Be- 


hold, evil shall go forth from nation to na- 
tion, and a great tempest shall be raised up 
from the uttermost parts of the earth. And 
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the slain of Jehovah shall be at that day from 
one end of the earth even unto the other end 
of the earth.” Literally fulfilled today. 

Read also carefully this from Habakkuk: 
“Behold ye among the nations, and look, and 
wonder marvelously; for I am working a work 
in your days which ye will not believe though 
it be told you. For, lo,-I raise up the Chal- 
deans, that bitter and hasty nation, that 
march through the breadth of the earth, to 
possess dwelling-places that are not theirs. 
They are terrible and dreadful; their judg- 
ment and their dignity proceed from them- 
selves. They come all of them for violence; 
the set of their faces is forwards; and they 
gather captives as the sand. Yea, he scoffeth 
at kings and princes are a derision unto him; 
he derideth every stronghold; for he heapeth 
up dust, and taketh it. Then shall he sweep 
by as a wind, and shall pass over, and be 
guilty, even he whose might is his god.” 

When we catch the emphasized phrases 
“bitter and hasty nation,” “possess dwelling- 
places not theirs,” “he whose might is his 
god,” etc., it is easy to make this apply to 
the German Emperor, and it may do so, but 
we are 2ll similarly guilty and should repent. 
“Let him that is without sin among you cast 
the first stone.” 

America’s Guilt 

Men and nations are quite willing to con- 
sider themselves God’s chosen instruments to 
inflict punishment on others; but is this atti- 
tude now either wise or biblical for the 
church? In the light of Scripture teaching 
we believe that the churches of every Chris- 
tian nation should rather take a position of 
deep humility and of true heart searching for 
individual and national sins, lest great beams 
in our own eyes prevent our seeing clearly, 
and consistently condemning others. 

Is the Chinaman’s assertion then, that 
“avarice is the basic principle of modern life 
and government,” largely true? Let us con- 
sider some history and conditions of our be- 
loved United States, remembering that in 
God’s sight, His church here is doubtless held 
responsible for the acts and policies of our 
government. 

How about our past and present treatment 
of the original Americans, the Indians? What 
a long, sad record is presented of greed and 
dishonesty in our dealings with both tribes 
and individuals of this race. Then, think 
about our century-long exploitation of Mex- 
ico. Again, have we dealt justly and wisely 
with the negro? And how about the Chinese 
and Japanese in our midst—every one of 
them a possible ambassador for peace and a 
missionary for the Cross on his return to the 
home land? 

Then what of God’s chosen race, the re- 








markable people that prophecy indicates may 
yet be the model nation of the world? Are 
the Jews welcomed by Christian people? We 
trow not, though America may have afforded 
them a little better asylum than some nations. 
There are dozens of prophecies in Scripture 
like these in Ezekial 39 and Jeremiah 33: 
“And I will set my glory among the nations; 
and all the nations shall see my judgment 
that I have executed, and my hand that I 
have laid upon them. So the house of Israel 
shall know that I am Jehovah their God, from 
that day and forward. And the nations shall 
know that the house of Israel went into cap- 
tivity for their iniquity.” “And this city shall 
be to me for a name of joy, for a praise and 
for a glory, before all the nations of the 
earth, which shall hear all the good that I 
do unto them and shall fear and tremble for 
all the good and for ill the peace that I pro- 
cure unto it.” 

Must the world wait for the abolition of 
war and for true internationalism, until the 
Hebrew race sets up in Jerusalem their fore- 
told reign of peace founded on righteousness, 
and thus become the model nation for the 
world to copy after? It may be true. 

Another ominous subject—the laboring 
classes, immigrants or home-born, mine and 
factory employees, house servants and shop 
girls—are we loving and serving them in the 
Christ-like spirit? One does not have to con- 
sult a seismograph to know that the entire 
globe is atremble over the problems of labor. 
The parable of the good Samaritan is perti- 
nent to the church today, for all these peo- 
ple are certainly shown to be our neighbors 
and God’s sons and daughters. 

Another possible hypocrisy. America is 
prone to accuse other nations of building up 
aristocracies of learning, culture and power; 
but in the eyes of the Lord, our almost 
equally well defined and far more vulgar 
aristocracy of wealth is probably even more 
despicable. 

A further question regarding normal Chris- 
tian life we think, deserves earnest consid- 
eration by the church and radical reform. 
Jehovah, knowing the pull of the world and 
the degenerating tendencies surrounding us, 
commanded that one-seventh of our time was 
to be given to cultivation of our spiritual na- 
ture and to His worship. Most emphatically 
“the Sabbath was made for man’”—command- 
ed by God, and the death penalty affixed. 
Much of biblical history and prophecy has to 
do with teaching, emphasizing and _ illustrat- 
ing this great human need that a large and 
regular portion of time be given for our spir- 
itual being and growth. Recent history of 
all modern nations shows clearly that this 
fundamental law, “My Sabbath ye shall keep,” 
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has been and is being broken more and more. 
This, too, not by unbelievers only, but by 
professed Christians and by their spiritual 
leaders and teachers. The law still holds. 
Undue attention to business and pleasure, in 
other words, serving mammon, if carried on 
seven days in the week, brings the death pen- 
alty. It may not come by lightning stroke; 
but it is just as sure, and more pitiful, through 
sterility of the race, nervous breakdown, 
blood clot on the brain or atrophy of spir- 
itual life. 

The failure of the church to fully obey the 
great commission, “Go ye into all the world 
and preach the gospel” and the universal sin 
of intemperance should also be dwelt upon, 
but we desist. 

We profoundly believe that these are sins 
for which the Lord through war and suffering 
is calling the church, the nation and the world 
to sincere repentance. It is remarkable how 
the sin of avarice or covetousness has to do 
with the entire list. A comparison of what 
the United States has done toward relief of 
suffering in Belgium, with the amounts given 
by other and poorer nations, certainly puts 
us in a most unenviable light. 

How we are being led back to the Book of 
books and to fundamental, eternal truth, for 
we are distinctly told in Scriptures that cov- 
etousness is idolatry. Such being the case, 
God’s first commandment has been deliber- 
ately and for many decades, broken by every 
one of the so-called Christian nations now at 
war. Christ’s assertion that the service of 
God and the service of mammon are utterly 
incompatible, has been completely demon- 
strated and proved by the world’s history. 

As indicated in the Chinaman’s letter, 
therefore, covetousness in one word may in 
Jehovah’s sight express the real cause of the 
war, and Pilate’s question was fully and truly 
answered by Christ’s teaching and life. 

A Hopeful Outlook 

To many of us, a most propitious sign of 
the times and of a coming righteous attitude 
of the nations one to another, is the hearty 
amens which the kings of the earth are ut- 
tering to President Wilson’s recent glorious 
sentiments. Take these for instance: 

“America is fighting for no advantage or 
selfish object of her own, but for the libera- 
tion of peoples everywhere from the aggres- 
sions of autocratic force. * * * We are 
fighting for the liberty, the self government 
and the undictated development of all peo- 
ples, and every feature of the settlement that 
concludes this war must be conceived and 
executed for that purpose. * * * The 
brotherhood of mankind must no longer be 
a fair but empty phrase; it must be given a 
structure of force and reality. The nations 
must realize their common life, and effect a 
workable partnership to secure that life 


against the aggressions of autocratic and 
self-pleasing power.” 

These are new and unique truths to be ut- 
tered by the supreme ruler of a great world 
power and addressed to another such power. 
Yet, England, France, Italy and Russia are 
commending them in the highest terms. 
Many believe that they are also the senti- 
ments of the majority of the common people 
of Germany. Certainly by every means they 
should be cultivated in that nation, especially 
through the church. We can hardly estimate 
the power of the church in this direction, if 
in real humility Christians in other nations 
would, as we should, proclaim and act our- 
selves on these fundamentals. 

Two Great Imperatives 

In view of church conditions in this and 
other countries, we submit the following as 
being imperative for the children of God 
everywhere: 

First, humble and real penitence for indi- 
vidual and national sins and absolute and lit- 
eral loyalty to Christ and to His teachings, 
especially indicated in the Sermon on tke 
Mount, Matthew 5, 6, and 7, which epitomizes 
the prophetic teachings of Jewish Scriptures 
as well. This will also be the truest loyalty 
and service to our nation and to every nation. 

Secondly, that our real obedience to God’s 
commands, which this declaration involves, 
will by the greatest teaching force, that of 
example, tend toward bringing to the whole 
earth the reign of peace and brotherhood 
foretold in prophecy, for which we long and 
pray.

magnifying of God’s presence among His 
people sends a message of defeat to the enemy. 
“Half of my servants wrought in the work” 
(v. 16). Division of labor is a condition of 
success amid difficulties. The place of the 
bearer of spears and shields and bows is as 
important as that of those who bear trowel, 
hammer and saw. Arrangement for defence 
was right in Nehemiah’s day, and is right in 
ours. America should never again be surprised 

by hostile conditions in the world. 

“With one of his hands wrought in the work 
and with the other” (v. 17). Sometimes the 
Christian must be ambidextrous, working with 
one hand, and holding weapons of warfare 
with the other. 

“He that sounded the trumpet was by me” 
(vv. 18-21). The trumpet, or alarm call, is an 
essential of good organization. Pressure of 
effort or resistance should be at strategic points 
indicated by those on watch. Work thus 
pressed “from the rising of the morning till 
the stars appeared” secured the rebuilding of 
Jerusalem. A like zeal will bring success in 
any good work. 
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Work Among the Belgian Soldiers

HE ways of God are inscrutable and 

very beautiful. A Gospel is given to 

a Belgian soldier on a crowded street 

of London. Two years after, 12,000 
men because of that one gift are reading and 
carrying the Word of God. 

Our hearts are stirred to gratitude and 
praise as we look back to those early days 
and realize what in the succeeding months 
God has wrought. It has been a work with 
little or no machinery, no extensive organi- 
zation, no carefully outlined plans, but we 
“being in the way” were led to a Belgian sol- 
dier and lo! an army has been brought to the 
knowledge of Christ. 

Results of Two Years 

What are some of the results today of these 
more than two years of evangelization among 
the Belgian soldiers? Peter Van K , the 
Belgian soldier to whom we gave the Gospel, 
has himself led more than four hundred men 
to the acceptance of Christ. He has

From Holland where are thousands of Bel- 
gian soldiers interned come such appeals for 
the Word of God.

men in his regiment before they were 
brought under the sway of Christ, 
and with these co-laborers he is 
reaching an ever-widening circle of 
men and bringing them into touch 
with the gospel. 

Officers are becoming interested. 
Peter’s own captain calls him from 
his dugout at any time of day or 
night to talk with him concerning 
the things of the Kingdom. Over 
two hundred thousand copies of the 
Scriptures in all have been distribut- 
ed and, as has been previously stated, 
there are. over 12,000 men in the army 
who have pledged themselves to read 
and carry the Word of God daily and 
to prayerfully consider what they 
have read. 

Peter has stated to us a significant 
thing. He says, ‘Do you realize that 
every man who takes a Testament 
and joins this league avows himself 
by this act to be a Protestant?” 





Personal Incidents

spread to Belgian soldiers every- 
where.

land of Malta. We have sent Testaments to 

these men in Bohemian, German, Arabic and 

Croatian, and a last letter brought requests 

for Testaments for some “pious” Bulgarians. 
A Whole Company Converted 

At the Belgian front over five hundred men 
are workers for the League and are doing soul 
winning amongst their comrades. The result 
of one man’s work brought practically his 
whole company to the acceptance of Christ 
and to the acceptance of Protestantism. This 
he knows for a fact because a census was 
taken of his division in the army to see if 
there were enough Protestants to have a 
chaplain of their own. He said he was simply 
amazed to see the hands go up one after the 
other until all but five in the company had 
avowed themselves Protestants. Does not 
such work count? 

It has been a unique field, this work in the 
Belgian army. Probably no other people 
have been so kept in ignorance and bound by 
superstition. Now the shackles are loosed 
and they have had brought to them the light 
of the glorious gospel of Christ and with in- 
expressible hunger of soul they are reaching 
out toward the light and embracing the glori- 
ous truth of salvation by faith. 

In looking back over the last year’s won- 
drous growth and extension of this work we 
find it due almost altogether to the gift of 
Christmas boxes which were sent out from 
us to the Belgian army last year. Such grate-

ful response we had never dreamed possible. 
Any barriers of distrust or doubt were com- 
pletely swept away by these gifts. Men’s 
hearts were broken by these gifts of love and 
they were made to understand the love of 
the heart of Christ whose servants we are. 


Value of the Christmas Boxes 

Not once but a thousand times they wrote 
us, “Let us know more about your religion. 
We have never seen anything like this. Our 
religion has only made demands of us. This 
is a religion of love.” Not once but a thou- 
sand times was written to us, “I am reading 
for the first time in my life the New Testa- 
ment. I never dreamed there was such a 
book in the world. Oh, why has it been kept 
from us all these years. Tell me how I can 
become a member of your holy religion?” 
And let it be said that some of our best work- 
ers have been recruited from among these 
men to whom gifts have first gone. In a 
peculiar manner a Belgian soldier to be won 
for Christ must be won first of all to love 
and belief in those who would teach him of 
Christ. 

Is not such a work worth while? Is it not 
worth while fishing for Belgian soldiers with 
the bait of loving gifts? We believe and know 
that it is. So in faith we have ordered 31,500 
Christmas boxes for this year and are back 
here in America, braving the perils ot the sea 
that for two months we might plead with 
American friends to give of their bounty that 
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through their gifts the souls of Belgian sol- 
diers may be won. We are looking forward, 
too, to the days after the war when our en- 
trance into Belgium and into the hearts of 
the people, as we seek to win them also to a 
knowledge of the truth, shall be made easy 
because of what we did for their sons tn their 
days of greatest need. 

We might add that as before, the boxes for 
Belgian soldiers at the front will contain only 
foodstuffs, salmon, baked beans, chocolate, 
meat pate, and sweets, and, of course, the en- 
closure of a gospel and some booklets ex- 
plaining the Scripture League. 

Of the 31,500 boxes, 6,500 will go to Bel- 
gian prisoners of war in Germany. These 
boxes will contain each a shirt, a pair of wool 
socks, and a couple of handkerchiefs. 

Oh, how we wish this number of boxes 
might be doubled, trebled. Will not you, our 
American friends, help make it so and in so 
doing be the means of bringing into the 
knowledge and acceptance of Christ many 
who otherwise could not be won? 

Workers Magazine will be 
glad to receive and forward contributions for 
this work in which we believe. Quick action is 
necessary, as it takes a long while to turn

The Soldiers and Moral Restraints

MID the enthusiastic activity for Red 

Cross, Liberty Bonds, and War Re- 

lief of various characters which is 

absorbing our thought and energies, 
in our desire to do all that is possible for 
“Our Boys,” there is danger that we lose 
sight of the welfare of our girls which is 
strangely menaced these days. 

It is well for us to realize that if a stain is 
cast upon the potential motherhood of our 
land, if in any way our girls become less 
worthy to be the mothers of a clean, virile 
race, Columbia will have lost in this war no 
matter what brilliant victory shall have come 
to us in the “far-flung battle line.” : 

Where is this menace and danger? The 
lure of the uniform has spread its net .for 
the unwary feet of our untaught girls, and 
they are being swept from their moorings 
by the hundreds, aye, by the thousands; and 
the mothers’ boys, who should also be pro- 
tected from these dangers, are being hurled 
into the vortex. 

The camps of the guards are everywhere; 
the soldier in his artistic khaki uniform is on 


every street. In traveling several hundred 
miles recently, scores of these camps came 
under my observation. Scarcely one was 
passed where groups of girls of high school 
age were not seen standing about at a greater 
or less distance, inviting attention or chatting 
on familiar terms with the men. Parents were, 
for the most part, apathetic or ignorant of the 
danger. Only a few serious minded, experi- 
enced men and women were terrorized as they 
realized the inevitable aftermath. 

The older and Christian soldiers deprecate 
these things; others, less thoughtful, welcome 
the girls openly, but sneer behind their backs, 
while the greater number look upon their pres- 
ence as a diversion to break the monotony of 
camp life, with its hours of daily drill, its 
watching of bridges and tunnels. 

The established pests and regular training 
camps offer better protection while the men 
are on duty, but when on leave of absence 
girls are seen hanging on the arms of sol- 
diers as they walk the streets, chatting on 
corners, engaged in innocent (?) flirtations in 
ice cream parlors, sitting on benches in the 
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parks, making clandestine acquaintance with 
men and boys of whose antecedents they know 
absolutely nothing, and, by the same token, 
soldier boys are making acquaintance with 
girls of whose antecedents they are ignorant, 
under circumstances and conditions which 
would not be possible were they in civilian 
clothes. 

Eliminate the sex problem and it would be 
an innocent flirtation (if such are ever inno- 
cent), no harm being done save “the bloom 
brushed off the grape” for the girl, a loss of 
reverence for womanhood for the young man; 
either of which makes the life immeasurably 
poorer. But the sex problem can never be 
eliminated in our study of, and dealing with 
the relations of young people. It is the es- 
sence of the situation. It becomes the most 
beautiful, or the most awful problem just as 
it is approached from the normal or from the 
perverted side. These are approaching it from 
the wrong side, and both will suffer, even 
though it be only in the loss of fineness of 
character. 

The familiarities we see indulged in between 
these acquaintances of a day are fraught with 
serious danger when the meeting has been 
through regular channels, and often result 
in irregular marriages, blighted lives and 
nameless children. But when easy acquaint- 
ance has let down the bars of respect the 
average young man feels at liberty to take 
advantage of every opportunity and the risk 
becomes infinitely greater. 

Remember, that both the boy and girl are 
_at the danger age, the years of stress and 
storm, with undeveloped judgment; that the 
girl is swayed by the glamor of that which 
bids fair to prove the “yellow peril” to many, 
the lure of the uniform, and the romance of 
war service. To the boy, intoxicated by the 
adventure of a life whose next day lies in un- 
certainty, the dangerous opportunity comes, 
and ere either realizes it the Rubicon of a 
woman’s peace and a man’s honor has been 
crossed. Bad enough for the soldier boy who 
should have been protected from such dangers, 
but a tragedy for the girl who must bear a 
burden, which involves the innocent life of a 
tiny babe, who must carry the life-long stain 
of illegitimacy. 

This is no false alarm. Unless we awaken 
very soon the tragedy of South England and 
the war babies at the mobilization camps will 
be repeated in America. The danger is grave; 
the remedy must be swift and sure. Let 
fathers and mothers awake.

“THE SOLDIER’S FAREWELL” 


“A handsome young private in uniform dined 
with his folks the other ni;kt at an Italian 
restaurant somewhere in the loop. Next day 
he was to start for somewhere in France. 
Because in uniform, he drank water; make 
note of that. for things happened. 

“They began when he took out a set of little 
silk flags to show the waiter—an Italian flag 
first, then a British flag, then the French tri- 
color. As he unfolded Old Glory there was 
a burst of applause from surrounding tables. 
It went to his head, quite properly, and helps 
to explain what followed. 

“Having finished his dinner, he walked 
through the restaurant, bidding the waiters 
good-by. A man who had never set eyes on 
him before that night left his table, grasped 
the boy’s hand, and wished him good luck. 
That finished him. All his instinctive Anglo- 
Saxon reserve vanished into thin air. 

“Three nice jsirls on u platform half way 
down the restaurant furnish music. To her 
consternation, he kissed the drummer. The 
violinist ducked. He stretched out his hand 
to the pianist. Onlookers thought they heard 
him say, ‘May I?’ She hesitated, laughed, 
turned crimson, and then, in full view of the 
crowd, leaned forward and gave him a fine, 
big, wholesome, impulsive, hurrah-for-America 
kiss on the lips. The spectators cheered. 
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“We indorse the cheers. We indorse the kiss. 
Obviously, the girl had never done a thing 
like that in the whole course of her young life, 
and the inspired impiopriety of it was mag- 
nificent. It is high time America got over its 
reserve. We are far from advocating a sys- 
tematic and unlimited kissing of soldiers; if 
there are no more such scenes in restaurants 
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we shall probably refrain from registering in- 
dignation; but the spirit of that scene was a 
spirit to cultivate. Away with self-conscious- 
ness, with reserve with our American stiffness 
and timidity! Brave boys are going out per- 
haps to die. Let us make them realize (ways 
enough are at hand) that nothing is too good 
for them.” 


Etiquette of the Flag 





66 BN PLACING the flag at half staff it 
should first be hoisted to the top of the 
staff and then lowered to position, and 
preliminary to lowering from half staff 

it should be raised again to the top. On 

Memorial Day the flag should fly at half staff 

from sunrise to noon, and at full staff from 

noon to sunset. 


“During time of war it is proper to display 
the flag continuously; but it is conducive to the 
spirit of economy and to greater respect for 
the flag to lower it at night and as far as pos- 
sible protect it from inclement weather. 

“The flag should not be hoisted before sun- 
rise nor allowed to remain up after sunset. 

“The flag should be displayed from a staff or 
pole whenever possible. When it is hung ona 
wall or fastened to the side of a building or 
platform, the union (the blue field of stars) 


should be at the upper left-hand corner when 


the stripes are horizontal, and at the upper 
right-hand corner when the stripes are verti- 
cal, as seen by the spectator. 


“The flag should never be allowed to touch 
the ground while being hoisted or lowered. Its 
folds should float freely and should be cleared 
at once whenever fouled. 

“The flag should be saluted by all present 
while being hoisted or lowered, and when it is 
passing on parade or in review. The spectator 
should rise if sitting; halt if walking; and 
standing at ‘attention,’ salute with the right 
hand in all cases, except that a man in civilian 
dress and covered should uncover and hold the 


head-dress opposite the left shoulder with the 
right hand. : 

“When the flag is carried in parade with any 
other flag it should have the place of honor, at 
the right. If a number of flags are carried, the 
flag should either precede the others or be car- 
ried in the center above the others on a higher 
staff. 

“Nothing should ever be placed upon or 
against the flag. 

“Neither the flag nor a picture of it should 
be used for any advertising purposes what- 
soever; nor as toys, fans, parasols, paper nap- 
kins, sofa cushions; nor as a cover for a table, 
desk, or box; nor in any other debasing man- 
ner. 

“Tt is unlawful to trample upon, mutilate, or 
otherwise treat the flag with insult or con- 
tempt; or to attach to it any inscription or 
object whatsoever. 

“To salute with the hand: Raise the right 
hand smartly until the tip of the forefinger 
touches the lower part of the headdress (or 
forehead if the head is uncovered) above the 
right eye, thumb and fingers extended and 
joined, palm to the left, forearm inclined at 
about forty-five degrees, hand and _ wrist 
straight; at the same time look toward the flag 
or the person saluted. To complete the salute: 
Drop the arm sma.tly by the side.” 

To memorize these rules should be a part 
of the patriotic duty of all of us, especially 
those who have lived long in this country and 
have a duty to perform in the matter of exam- 
ple before our newly vatriated citizens, 
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Missionary Education in the Sunday-School

In recent years a growing conviction that 
the end of all Sunday-school work is character 
training for service in bringing men to Christ 
both at home and abroad, has taken hold of 
the leaders of the Sunday-school enterprise. 
Consequently they are placing greater emphasis 
upon missionary education than was ever done 
before. Two questions in this matter 
naturally demand our attention. 

I. Why should we emphasize missionary 
education in the Sunday-school? 

II. How can missionary education be car- 
ried on in the Sunday-school? 

I 

In this article we deal only with the first 
question, viz.: Why emphasize missionary 
education in the Sunday-school? We answer: 

1. Because the Bible, the text-book for the 
Sunday-school, is essentially a missionary 
book. Not a book containing merely a few 
fine missionary texts and mottoes, but a book 
devoted to the unfolding of God’s plan of re- 
vealing himself and of giving salvation through 
Christ to all peoples of the earth. Salvation 
for all men everywhere who will believe being 
the burden of the message in the Book, it is 
of the highest importance that the young peo- 
ple of the church should be taught not only to 
accept Christ, but also to bear their re- 
sponsibility in the delivery of this message to 
all people. 

2. Because the Sunday-school is a great 
force in formative influence, and is therefore 
needed in the missionary enterprise. The 
Sunday-school has the making of the mis- 
sionary conscience and character of the church 
of the future; for it takes the pupil in the 
formative period, and can, through proper in- 
struction, train him to missionary faith and 
obedience. 


3. Because in systematic and thorough mis- 
sionary education lies the foundation of the 
future missionary progress and success of the 
church. If ever the church is made ready for 
her ever-enlarging opportunity to evangelize 
the nation, a generation must be educated in 
the gospel and history of missions. Educa- 
tion implies the teacher, the text-book, the 
pupil, the class hour, etc. These are found in 
the Sunday-school; and, as an organized de- 
partment of the church, the Sunday-school is 
in shape to do this work without additional 
machinery. 

4. Because education develops a sense of 
obligation. Missionary education is a thing of 
the heart as well as of the head, and involves 
instruction first in principles, thén in facts, 


and then the development of a sense of obli- 
gation. When the principles and facts of mis- 
sions are understood, the obligation is evi- 
dent. When “missions” is understood in its 
relation to the life purpose of Jesus Christ, 
and this, in turn, is seen in the light of the 
present world needs, it is in order to urge 
that all who love Him make their love evident 
by obedience to His will, When a man ora 
child comes to realize Christ’s desire and 
purpose that all nations shall know him, and 
when he sees how many are still unreached 
by the truth and knows how great are their 
needs, there can be no question as to the 
obligation of the Christian, and there need 
be no fear that the child will not respond to 
the appeal that is made on these grounds. 


5. Because the Sunday-school is the best 
training school in Christian giving. In so 
great an enterprise as world-wide evangeliza- 
tion, immense sums of money will be needed. 
The estimated wealth of the church in America 
today is twenty-six billions of dollars. Of 
this, the whole enterprise of missions received 
less than twenty-six millions. In a double 
decade, if nothing happens to check the prog- 
ress of our times, the wealth of the church 
in America will reach fifty billions, and it 
will be in the hands of the boys and girls 
of the primary grades of today. If they de- 
velop a larger liberality than the church of 
this generation, their training must begin 
now. All the forces of selfishness and sin are 
at work; and if these are overcome, we must 
begin early the lessons in love and liberality. 
An informed people is a willing people. This 
is especially true of the young. When in- 
formation concerning the gospel and progress 
of missions is freely furnished, the habit of 
sympathy and the habit of giving are easily 
formed. The young are impressionable, 
sympathetic and generous. Let them know 
the world need, and they will respond with 
the offer of money and service. The Sunday- 
school has done but little in the great enter- 
prise of missions because taught but little. 
Teach more, and the Sunday-school will do 
more. Marion Lawrance says: “It is my 
candid judgment that twenty-five years of 
sane, systematic missionary instruction in our 
Sunday-schools will forever do away with the 
great debts carried by our missionary boards, 
multiply by millions the money poured into 
their treasuries, and increase ten fold the num- 
ber of missionaries who are carrying the 
gospel to those who need it in the home land 
and foreign countries.” That such a result 
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might easily be obtained by a campaign of 
thorough missionary education is by no means 
unreasonable when we consider the responsive- 
ness and generosity of childhood and youth. 
Nothing will more strengthen and develop the 
Christian experience of the young than to 
engage them in the investment of prayer and 
money and service for objects outside their 
own narrow spheres of personal acquaintance 
and experience. 

6. Because the Sunday-school is the natural 
recruiting station for the great enterprises of 
the church. In an important sense the Sun- 
day-school is the recruiting station from which 
the thinning ranks in the mission fields are 
filled. It is from the Sunday-school that the 
church is chiefly to recruit the armies of heroic 
missionaries, who will enter the ever-widening 
doors and lead the. forces of God in the 
evangelization of the world. The Sunday- 
school alone is capable of providing mis- 
sionaries for this task. The force for the work 
must be young and strong. The strong young 
life of the church is found in the Sunday- 
school. The enterprise of missions appeals to 
the young, because of their imagination, their 
courage and faith, because of their love of ad- 
venture and the heroic, and because of the 
fresh and mighty impulse of their love as they 
come to know the Master. 

7. Because of the unprecedented oppor- 
tunity at this time for missionary success, 
Every facility of modern progress is at the 
command of the church. The doors are wide 
open in all heathen lands, and the time is at 
hand when an adequate missionary conviction 
in the church should supply the men and the 
money needed for the missionary enterprise. 
If ever the church is more missionary than it 
is today, its training must begin in the Sun- 
day-school. 


8. Because the home mission problems are 
becoming more numerous and difficult as our 
civilization grows more complex. And interest 
and knowledge equal to dealing with the sit- 
uation is greatly needed. A church alive to 
this responsibility can only be secured through 
adequate instruction in the Sunday-school. 


9. Because the missionary work of the 
church is the greatest enterprise of our times. 
“No enterprise of even the most ambitious 
earthly conqueror has ever had a sweep so 
vast as this project of evangelizing the world. 
It involves the extension of the Christian 
propaganda through all nations; the mastery 
of all languages; a knowledge of the customs 
of all countries; the establishment of great 
evangelistic, educational, medical and _ in- 
dustrial movements; the collection and care- 
ful expenditure of millions of dollars; the en- 
listment of armies of men and women who, 
for no earthly honor or emoluments, leave 
home and friends, to dwell in the midst of 
alien peoples in order that they may offer 
them light and life through Jesus Christ. 
Surely the knowledge of this greatest of all 
enterprises would broaden the outlook of any 
student and be to the young life of the church 
a great inspiration to nobleness of aim and 
effort.” We owe it to them and to Jesus 
Christ to teach the young committed to our 
care the great gospel and facts of missions, 
and thus prepare them for the Master’s use 
and the best possible service of which they 
are capable. When the burden of the world’s 
evangelization is intelligently placed upon the 
Sunday-school, there will be no lack of men 
and money to accomplish the task.

Prophecy and the Lord’s Return

An Address Delivered Before the Pittsburgh Union 
Bible Class 


(Continued.) 
PRINCIPLES OF PROPHETIC STUDY 


There are certain principles to be kept in 
mind in the study of prophecy. 

1. The first is the Relation of Prophecy to 
Bible History. A well known Bibl. teacher 
said recently, “The reason most people have 
trouble in understanding the prophets is, that 
they are ignorant of the books of Kings and 
Chronicles.” This is a true saying. We must 
not be content, however, with tracing the 
connection between prophecy and Bible his- 
tory, and getting the prophets message to his 
own people, as is the tendency today. In this 
connection, we would quote the words of Dr. 
A. B. Davidson, a scholar who is modern in 
viewpoint. Speaking of the old tendency to 
lay almost exclusive stress on prediction, he 
says, “To us now, to whom the apologetic use 
of prophecy has become less necessary, the 
moral teaching of the prophets may seem the 
most important thing in their prophecies. But, 
if any prophetic book be examined, it will ap- 
pear that the ethical and religious teaching is 
always secondary; and that the essential thing 
is the prophet’s outlook into the future. 

2. A second principle is that of Literal In- 
terpretation. A good general rule is, that 
when the plain sense makes good sense, we 
should seek no other sense. As Horatius 
Bonar puts it, “‘literal if possible,’ is, I 
believe, the only maxirg that will carry you 
right through the Word of God from Genesis 
to Revelation.” There are said to be one 
hundred and nine specific prophecies of Christ 
dealing with His birth, His lowly life, His 
betrayal and death, His resurrection and as- 
cension, and these were all literally fulfilled. 
Hence, we are encouraged to interpret lit- 
erally the prophecies concerning His second 
advent. We do not forget that some lan- 
guage is figurative, but when the meaning of 
the figure is ascertained, we may expect it 
to be literally accomplished. 

What havoc has been wrought by the neg- 
lect of this principle! Things plainly spoken 
of Zion, Jerusalem, and Israel are said not to 
refer to them at all, but to Christ and Chris- 
tians, and so God’s Word is made void. How 
much better is the method of John Bunyan 
who writes, “Some commentators say that the 
Mount of Olives (in Zech. 14) means the 


heart of the believer, that it is only a fig- 
urative expression, and means that the Lord 
will reign in the heart of the believer, and 
the Holy Ghost will dwell there. But I do 
not think it means that at all. I just think 
it means the Mount of Olives, two miles from 
Jerusalem on the east.” 

The importance of the principle of literal 
interpretation may be illustrated by a familiar 
story. A Christian minister and a Jew read 
together Luke 1:31-33, which contains seven 
predictions. The Jew asked, “Do you believe 
that what is here written shall be literally 
accomplished—The Lord shall give unto him 
the throne of his father David and he shall 
reign over the house of Jacob forever?” “I 
do not, but rather take it to be figurative lan- 
guage, descriptive of Christ’s spiritual reign 
over the church.” “Then, neither do I be- 
lieve literally the words preceding which say, 
that this son of David should be born of a 
virgin, but take that to be a merely figura- 
tive manner of describing the remarkable 
character and purity of him who is the subject 
of the prophecy.” Indeed, if we do not accept 
the prophecies literally, we are on the same 
track as the Reformed Jews who so spirit- 
ualize the Old Testament as to say, in some 
instances, that the 19th century was the Mes- 
siah. 

There are two points to be held in mind 
in this connection: 

(1) Some prophecies are to be literally ful- 
filled in the future, yet have a symbolic as- 
pect. Isaiah 11, for instance, tells us of the 
restoration of the brute creation in the mil- 
lenium, and we expect this to come to pass. 
As B. W. Newton says, “The language is not 
figurative. Nevertheless, the facts described 
thereby may be symbolic facts, indicating 
that throughout a wider and more important 
sphere, there shall be a calming throughout 
the earth of those evil passions which had, 
in former dispensations, filled the world with 
bloodshed, desolation and woe.” 

(2) Prophecies to be literally fulfilled in 
the future may have a spiritual application to 
us now. To quote Miss Habershon: “Israel’s 
past history abounds in typical teaching; nay, 
more—the very events happened to them that 
we might have these picture lessons, but we 
need not confine typical teaching to past his- 
tory. The things to come are just as full of 
typical teaching. There was a real land of 
Egypt, a real wilderness, a real land of 
Canaan, and the actual nation of Israel was 
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liberated. We who love to study Scripture, 
spiritualize the whole for ourselves as we are 
told to do (see 1 Cor. 10:1-11). In the future 
there will again be a literal Israel, delivered 
from literal captivity, coming out of real 
countries and taking possession of the self 
saine land; but these unfulfilled prophecies 
are full of spiritual teaching for the church of 
the present dispensation as were the dawnings 
of their history.” As another has summed it 
up, “All the spiritual blessings of the millen- 
ium we forestall.” 

3. A third principle to be kept in mind is 
the Law of Recurrence. It is “that peculiar- 
ity of the Holy Spirit as an author by which 
He gives first the outline of a subject, and 
then recurs to it for the purpose of adding 
details.” This is illustrated in Genesis 1 and 
2. Chapter 1 gives an outline of the creation, 
while chapter 2 takes up in detail one point, 
viz. the creation of man. In the same way 
Isaiah 1 is an epitome of the whole book. 

4, The last principle we shall mention is 
the Law of Double Reference. ‘When the pre- 
cise time of particular events is not revealed, 
the prophets sometimes describe them as con- 
tinuous and sometimes blend two objects or 
events in one.” For example, lsaiah 61:1, 2 
was fulfilled in the ministry of Christ (Luke 
4:18-20) with the exception of the last clause, 
“The day of vengeance of our God”; this day 
is still ahead of us, although 1900 years have 
elapsed since the first part of the verse began 
to find fulfillment. Isaiah 7:14 predicts the 
birth of a child in the prophet’s time, but was 
finally fulfilled in the birth of Christ (Matt. 
1:23). 

On this principle some prophecies may 
have fulfilments in history, while they look to 
the future for final fulfilment. As Lord 
Bacon puts it, “Divine prophecies being of the 
nature of their author, with whom a thousand 
years are but as one day, are not therefore 
fulfilled punctually at once, but have spring- 
ing and germinate accomplishments, though 
the height and fulness of them may refer to 
some one age.” 

CAUTIONS IN PROPHETIC STUDY 

One or two cautions should be observed by 
students of prophecy. 

1. Let us not be dogmatic. Some things 
we may be certain about in prophetic study. 
But the mischief begins when we are just as 
certain about other things which God has not 
clearly revealed. 

2. Above all, let our knowledge of prophecy 
be not intellectual only—mere “head-knowl- 
edge.” Since the testimony of Jesus is the 
spirit of prophecy, all our studies should lead 
to Him. The chief priests and scribes of Mat- 
thew 2 could put their fingers on the passage 
in Micah the prophet, telling where Christ 


should be born; but they had no heart for 
Him, but rather put their knowledge at the 
service of Herod who would destroy Christ. 
But the wise men, though ignorant of the 
written word, found a place at Jesus feet. 
May our studies lead us to that blessed place! 
“Knowledge puffeth up” but “love buildeth up.” 


THE JUDGMENT OF THE BELIEVER 
An Illustration 

A father of a family has been absent from 
home for a iong time. During his absence the 
mother has continually informed him as to all 
that was taking place at home, and particu- 
larly as to the children’s conduct. On many 
occasions they have misconducted themselves, 
and have needed to be punished; and all this 
has been reported to the father. But in addi- 
tion to this, their good behavior, their dili- 
gence at their studies, and their general obedi- 
ence have been reported too; and all this the 
children are well aware of. At last the day of 
the father’s return home arrives. He has told 
them that he is coming, but without fixing a 
time. All are eagerly expecting him; and, 
when his voice is heard, there is one general, 
joyous rush to meet him. For the moment, 
all besides is forgotten in the delight of seeing 
their loved one; for, indeed, they love him 
dearly, every one of them. But after the first 
greetings are over, the remembrance of trans- 
gressions during their father’s absence begins 
to rise up in their minds. They are not afraid 
of punishment; for that had been inflicted at 
the time and will certainly not be repeated. 
But they cannot feel quite happy and at their 
ease until it has all been gone over. So pres- 
ently the father has a little talk with each 
one. He has brought gifts for them; but the 
very gifts that mark his approval of what has 
been satisfactory in the children’s conduct, 
mark also what had been of an opposite char- 
acter. He would gladly have given larger re- 
wards to some of them, but that certain acts 
of disobedience forbade it. But now all has 
been gone over, and though there has been 
many a humbling remembrance, and even 
many a tear shed, the father’s patient, loving 
dealing with all the past has made a final end 
of it all. Nothing will have to be brought 
up again, and nothing remains to interfere 
with the full enjoyment of their father’s pres- 
ence and of all his love to them.

SAVE THE FRAGMENTS OF TIME 

Riding on the street car recently, I read the 
40th Psalm two or three times through, and 
this is what it taught me. This psalm is evi- 
dently an epitome of David’s life, or possibly 
a single chapter in his history which is not 
yet concluded. In either case, it is a good il- 
lustration of Christian experience. It naturally 
divides into five parts. 

1. Regeneration. Verses 1-3. David not 
only prayed, but he waited patiently for the 
answer. Many people miss the answer be- 
cause they cannot wait God’s time, forgetting 
that He has other people to attend to besides 
them, and that He has hindrances in His work 
as well as they. On one occasion Daniel 
prayed three full weeks before there was any 
token that God had even heard him. Then 
came a messenger from God who told him 
that from the first day that he began to pray, 
God had heard him, but that the “Prince of 
the kindom of Persia (that is the one who had 
charge of Satan’s forces in Persia), had with- 
stood him one and twenty days,” but finally 
he had broken through his ranks, and was there 
to answer Daniel’s prayer. Remember that 
patient waiting is just as important as praying. 

David’s patient waiting was well rewarded, 
for God did four things for him: (a) He 
brought him up out of a horrible pit, that is 
out of a condition of despair and doubt; (b) 
He set his feet upon the solid rock of assur- 
ance; (c) He set him going in the way of 
Christian service; (d) He put a song of praise 
into his mouth—all sure signs of a regenerate 
heart, and every such life is a mighty testi- 
mony to God’s redeeming power. 

2. Reflection. Verses 4, 5. From his own 
experience, David reasons that any man who 
puts his trust in God will be similarly blessed, 
and then his thoughts reach out to the wonder- 
ful works which God has done for His chil- 
dren, and His more wonderful thoughts, which 
have not yet been put into action. These are as 
innumerable as the stars in the heaven, or 
the sand on the shore. 

8. Consecration. Verses 7-9. An _ hour’s 
honest reflection on what God has done for us, 
is pretty sure to lead to a whole-hearted sur- 
render to Him. It is not sacrifice or even serv- 
ice that God desires so much as ourselves. The 
best return we can make to Him is that which 
David made: “Lord, here am I. I delight to 
do thy will, O my God.” 


4. Expression. Verses 9,10. Any one who 
thinks he has a good thing, naturally likes to 
talk about it, and a genuine Christian experi- 
ence is sure to find expression in testimony, 
David did not hide God’s goodness and right- 
eousness in his own heart, but boldly and per- 
sistently proclaimed it to others. “Let the 
redeemed of the Lord say so.” 

5. Petition. Verses 11-17. Because David 
had given himself wholly to God, he felt free 
to call upon God to help him, not in the sense 
that he had earned a reward, but with the con- 
fidence of a surrendered life, which has no 
hesitation in asking God for anything it needs, 
because it knows that it would gladly render 
unto Him any service or sacrifice that He 
might desire. 

David is evidently in sore trouble, for he says, 
“Innumerable evils have compassed me about.” 
If it be said that this does not harmonize with 
the eary part of the psalm, which is so hope- 
ful and jubilant, let it be remembered that 
changes in life come often very suddenly, and 
most of us live under “April skies, and not 
unclouded blue.” No one is so fully delivered 
from trials and testings as to be torever 
exempt. 

Furthermore it is not so much outward trials 
that trouble David as the consciousness of his 
own shortcoming. “Mine iniquities have taken 
hold upon me so that I am not able to look 
up.” A believer may be wholly delivered from 
the guilt of sin, and largely from the power of 
sin, but there can be no deliverance from the 
presence of sin until Jesus comes to set us 
free. Hence we should expect trials until that 
time, but we should also expect deliverance. 
“In the world ye shall have tribulation, but be 
of good cheer. I have overcome the world.” 


THERE IS NOTHING NEW 

There are some who claim that all the in- 
ventions of modern times are either foretold 
or hinted at in the Bible. Even the submarine, 
it is said, is referred to in one of the minor 
prophets. A certain prophet was ordered to 
go to Nineveh and deliver God’s message. He 
ran away from duty, but God arrested him by 
a storm, the sailors threw him overboard, and 
he was brought home in a submarine. 

Dr. A. C. Dixon in preaching on Jonah said, 
in answer to the criticism that no man could 
live three days in the belly of a fish, that he 
believed in a God who could make a fish and 
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provide his interior with a parlor, bedroom, 
electric lights and all modern conveniences, if 
He chose. The newspapers heard of it and the 
next morning an enterprising reporter waited 
on him, and asked him for a drawing which 
would illustrate his idea of Jonah’s traveling 
apartments. When Dr. Dixon declined to fur- 
nish it, the reporter provided one himself, and 
the next morning his paper had a cut illustrat- 
ing Dr. Dixon’s idea. There was a cross sec- 
tion of the big fish with a dainty boudoir ele- 
gantly furnished, a spiral staircase ascending to 
the bedroom, lighted by electricity and sup- 
plied with all that a traveler could wish. 

A friend of mine, Mr. H. B. Gibbud, used 
to employ Jonah’s whale as an illustration of a 
wise personal worker. His points were some- 
thing like the following: 

1. The whale was on time. Had he been 
even one minute late he would have missed his 
appointment. Many a worker loses his oppor- 
tunity by not being on time. 

2. The whale dealt with only one person at 
atime. Workers sometimes fail by trying to 
deal with two or three people at once. 

3 The whale did not pity Jonah as if God 
was dealing harshly with him, but he took 
God’s side of the question. Don’t comfort the 
sinner while still in his sins. 

4, The whale did not leave Jonah until he 
had him praying. The worker should never 
stop short of that, if possible. 

5. The whale clung to his passenger until 
he landed him where he belonged. Don’t leave 
your subject until he knows that he is saved. 

6. The whale was modest. He did not go 
cruising about, spouting and shouting, “I am 
the whale that swallowed Jonah,” but he de- 
livered his passenger, and then quietly disap- 
peared. Many a worker spoils a good job by 
boasting of it. Learn from the whale to do 
good and forget it. It is needless to add that 
Mr. Gibbud’s audience would not forget that 
address.

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Perseverance 
November 4 
Ephesians 6: 10-20 


The wealth of the church, the walk of the 
church, and the warfare of the church are suc- 
cessively presented in this espistle to the Eph- 
esians. Our Scripture lesson deals with the 
warfare of the church. All Christians are called 
to this, but not all respond to the call. Many 
are fearful. They do not know of the wealth 
that is theirs in Christ. They have not learned 
that they are members of the body of which 
the risen Lord is the head, that they are one 
with Him in life and in purpose. This is the 
first great lesson taught in this epistle. Until 
it is learned, and the strength of it brought in- 
to the life, there will be no heart for warfare. 

Another preparatory lesson on Christian 
warfare is that of the Christian’s walk. We 
cannot fight successfully until we have learned 
to walk. The order of these truths is logical 
and exact. In the first three chapters we find 
the display of spiritual wealth, in chapters 4 
and 5 the unfolding of the spiritual walk, and 
in chapter 6 the call to the spiritual warfare. 
For definite teaching concerning the walk see 
4:1-17 and 5:1-15. 

For the warfare two things are imperatively 
needed, the inward quality of perseverance and 
the outward armor for protection. Persever- 
ance is a positive virtue; it furnishes fervency 
of spirit, promotes aggressiveness and keeps 
the warrior facing forward. General Sir Doug- 
lass Haig, Field Marshal of the British forces 
is a present and striking example of a persever- 
ing man. Perseverance is the grace to keep at 
it. “How do you expect to get through the 
snow drift?” asked a man of a little fellow who 
was working with a small shovel. “By keep- 
ing at it” was the reply. Steady earnestness of 
purpose is most desirable in our individual 
lives and in our Society work. The exhorta- 
tion to stand fast is often repeated in our New 
Testament. (See Phil. 1:27; 4:1; and 1 Cor. 
15:58). 

The enemy and the armor: First, recog- 
nize that there is a foe—principalities and pow- 
ers, hosts of wickedness, the rulers of this 
world’s darkness under the leadership of the 
prince of darkness. (See Luke 4:1-13 and 2 
Cor. 2:11). Secondly, get a proper estimate of 
the strength of the foe. (Luke 10:19 and 14: 
31; 2 Cor. 4:3, 4; Eph. 6:12). Thirdly, use the 
weapons provided against the foe. (2 Cor. 10: 
4; Eph. 6:14-18). In this connection notice 
the emphasis on prayer in Ephesians 6:18. 


Fourthly, look forward to the ultimate victory 
over the foe. The foe was defeated at Calvary 
but to make the defeat actual in experience the 
use of the armor is necessary. (See Heb. 2: 
14; 1 John 3:8). 


Worthwhile Things 
November 11 
Proverbs 8:10-21; Matthew 6:33 

In every realm there is much to be gained 
by definite search. “Seek and ye shall find,” is 
a principle obtaining everywhere. The spirit- 
ual sphere is no exception. What are the 
things worthy of our search? Ina little book 
on “Life’s Values,” the author, President King, 
of Oberlin, says that what is really worth while 
must involve the achievement of character, of 
influence and of happiness. To be what one 
ought; to count as one can, and to enjoy what 
one may, this is really worth while. Character, 
influence, happiness, certainly these are the 
worth while things. They are in harmony 
with our Scripture lesson from the book of 


Proverbs which speaks of wisdom, under- 
standing and righteousness, the “excellent 
things” (v. 6). 

But how shall these be attained? Shall we 


seek these things separately, one at a time or 
all together, trying to weave them as abstract 
qualities into the fabric of life? Is it by this 
method that one attains character, influence, 
happiness? We answer “No, there is a more 
excellent way.” Look again at this eighth chap- 
ter of Proverbs in which wisdom is so beauti- 
fully personified. Read carefully verses 35 and 
36, “Whoso findeth me, findeth life and shall 
obtain favor of the Lord; but he that sinneth 
against me, wrongeth his own soul; all they 
that hate me love death.” In the light of the 
New Testament these words are like a great 
index finger pointing to Christ. He is the 
wisdom of God. (1 Cor. 1:24). To find Him 
means to find character, influence and happi- 
ness, which enables one to be, to count, and 
to enjoy. The knowledge of Jesus Christ 
which establishes the relationship of Saviour 
and saved is the first thing worth while. In 
comparison with this or a part from this noth- 
ing is worth while. To know Him is life 
eternal and life eternal relates not only to 
the matter of duration but to quality. It is 
not only endless but blessed. Herein is the 
secret of character, influence and happiness. 


The only other thing really worth while is 
suggested in our New Testament verse, “Seek

For What Am I Grateful (Thanksgiving) 
November 25 
Psalm 34:1-22 

In the midst of change and decay there are 
things that abide the things of the Spirit. The 
true Christian is always grateful. He rejoices 
in the Lord. One cannot always rejoice in cir- 
cumstances or surroundings, yet at all times 
one can bless the Lord and be grateful. This, 
of course, is beyond the philosophies of earth, 
it is not according to Mr. Worldly-Wise- 
Man, or after the ways of the world, but after 
Christ. (See Phil. 4:4 and Col. 2:8-10). 

The thirty-fourth Psalm, which forms our 
Scripture lesson, provides an avenue for the ex- 
pression of our gratitude. It is a psalm of ex- 
perimental deliverance and blessing. After call- 
ing on others to unite with him in exalting the 
name of the Lord, the writer proceeds to state 
the reason for his gratitude. First, he had been 
delivered from all his fears (v. 4). Fear of the 
past; present and future; things seen and 
things unseen; fear of poverty, of death, 
of judgment, all had gone. “He de- 
livered me from all my fears.” This is the 
beginning of a life of praise and gratitude; yes, 
of service too, for “We being delivered out of 
the hand of our enemies, may serve him with- 
out fear.” Luke 1:74, 75. 


Deliverance is followed by enlightenment. 


“They looked unto him and were lightened or 
made radiant.” (v. 5). Those who look to the 
Deliverer, reflect Him. The radiant life is possi- 
ble only to those delivered from all fear, not to 
those who seek to drown fear in the whirl- 
pools of worldly pleasure. 

In verse 6 there is the joy of answered pray- 
er; in verse 7 the joy of divine protection, and 
in verses 8 to 10, the gladness of abundant 
provision. Out of these great experimental 
blessings flow the testimony and instruction 
in verses 11 to 22. These things, and their or- 
der, abide. They purify and sanctify the na- 
tional Thanksgiving, which apart from these 
abiding things, degenerates into a mere for- 
mality. 

At this crisis in the affairs of the world we 
are grateful for our nation and our nation’s 
leaders. Our gratitude ought to be expressed 
in the most effective ways of intercession, of 
service and sacrifice, of glad willingness to en- 
dure that others may know the _ blessedness 
of freedom. Above all there must be a whole- 
hearted turning to God, and a continuous and 
sustained effort on our part, “That by all 
means we may save some.”

4, Greed and Oppression by the Rich 
(chapter 5). 

There were some who took advantage of the 
situation to extort from the poor that which 
belonged to them. Harsh measures were em- 
ployed. Nehemiah’s statesmanship in this case 
is noteworthy :— 

(1). He called the assembly and boldly 
and energetically rebuked them (v. 7). 

(2). He earnestly appealed to them and 
set before them his own personal exampl 
(vv. 8-11). . 

(3). Their response (vv. 12-13). 

They entered into a solemn agreement not 
only to desist, but to make restoration. 

5. Crafty Diplomacy (6:1-14). 

Not being able to accomplish their purpose 
by ridicule and intimidation, they now feigned 
friendship. 

(1). They made an effort to entice Nehe- 
miah away so as to do him personal mischief 
(vv. 1-4). 

(2). Slander (vv. 5-8). 

With this slander they superadded threats. 

(3). Traitors within (vv. 9-14). 

Through those within entreaties were made 
for Nehemiah to flee to the Temple for refuge. 
III. The Walls Completed (6:15-19). 

In a brief period the walls were up, and the 
gates replaced. This was disheartening to the 
enemy. They perceived that this work was 
wrought by God. 
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Exposition of the International Lessons 
By P. B. Fitzwater 


November 11 
Nehemiah’s Prayer 
Nehemiah 1 

Golden Text:—“Whatsoever we ask, we re- 
ceive of him, because we keep his command- 
ments, and do those things that are pleasing 
in his sight.” 1 John 3:22. 

Some twelve or fourteen years after the re- 
vival of the worship of Jehovah under the ad- 
ministration of Ezra, Nehemiah led a company 
to Jerusalem to restore the city walls and civil 
authority. The walls and gates of the city 
had lain in ruins ever since they were broken 
down by Nebuchadnezzar. This exposed them 
to the danger of assault from the surrounding 
enemies, and was a matter of severe reproach 
to them (v. 3). 

I. Nehemiah Learns of the Affliction and 
Reproach of the Returned Remnant in Jerusa- 
lem (vv. 1-4). 

1. The Time (v. 1.). 

It was in a winter month, November or De- 
cember, in: the twentieth year of Artaxerxes, 
while he was engaged in the performance oi 
his accustomed duties as cup-bearer to the 
king. 

2. The Occasion (vv. 2, 3). 

The visit of Nehemiah’s brother and certain 
men of Judah made it possible for him to in- 
quire concerning the state of the remnant and 
the conditions of Jerusalem. They informed 
him that they were in great affliction and re- 
proach. 

3. The Effect Upon Nehemiah (v. 4). 

He was greatly moved by the story of the 
distress. Though occupying a position of 
honor, and enjoying all that heart could de- 
sire, he keenly took the misfortune of his 
brethren to heart. He not only shed tears of 
sympathy, but took these burdens in prayer to 
God. He exhibited the spirit of true patriot- 
ism. The affliction and shame of his own peo- 
ple went close to his own heart. 

II. Nehemiah’s Prayer for Israel (vv. 5-11). 

We are taught that in the midst of affliction 
we should pray. Nehemiah in this early time 
practiced this New Testament direction. A 
study of his prayer is most helpful. 

1. It Was Earnest (v. 4). 

He fasted and prayed for several days. 


When men are willing to desist from food 
and turn aside from their occupations to pray 
to God, they are unmistakably in earnest. 

2. The Ground of the Plea (v. 5). 

He plead covenant relationship and the faith- 
fulness of God in keeping His covenant. It 
is a good thing always in our praying to 
plead thus with God. 

8. Unselfish (v. 6). 

He had as his supreme object the welfare of 
Israel. His personal interests were not af- 
tected, either for better or for worse, by the 
condition of the Jews in Jerusalem. 

4. Penitent (vv. 6, 7). 

He acknowledges that the state of Israel 
was due to disobedience to God’s command- 
ments and their corrupt dealings with God. 
So completely had he identified himself with 
his people that he included himself with Israel 
as having sinned. 

5. The Prayer of Faith (vv. 8, 9). 

He believed the word which God had spoken 
to Moses touching His willingness to restore 
and bless His people, though He was obliged 
to severely judge them. 

6. Definite (vv. 10, 11). 

(1). He pointed to the specific people, as 
those redeemed by God’s powerful hand. 

(2). He asked that God would prosper his 
way and grant him mercy in the sight of the 
king. This was a part of wisdom on Nehe- 
miah’s part. His prayer was answered. The 
king granted his request as we shall see in 
chapter 2. 


November 18 
Nehemiah’s Prayer Answered 
Nehemiah 2:1-11 


Golden Text:—“Ask and it shall be given 
unto you.”—Matthew 7:7. 

It was four months after Nehemiah learned 
of the desolation of Jerusalem that he had the 
opportunity to make known his request to the 
king. Just why he did not test the king’s at- 
titude toward him and his project earlier, we 
have no information. Perhaps there was no 
great function at which he was called upon to 
minister in this interval, or his turn of service 
had not arrived, or his duties were so exacting 
that no opportunity was afforded for him to 
unbosom his grief to the king, 
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I. Nehemiah’s Request to the King (vv. 1-8). 

1. Its Occasion (v. 1). 

As cup bearer he was ministering before the 
king. The cup bearer was more that a mere 
valet. He entered very closely into the life’s 
interests of the king, so that the inner life and 
spirit of the cup bearer was known. It was 
expected of such servants that they manifest 
perfect happiness while in the presence of the 
king. To appear in his presence otherwise 
would likely be to the displeasure of the king. 
Nehemiah’s sad countenance while thus serv- 
ing awakened the king’s suspicion. 

2. The King’s Inquiry (v. 2). 

The king perceived that Nehemiah’s coun- 
tenance was sad, though he was not sick, and 
he knew that something extraordinary had 
come into the life of his cup bearer. 

3. The Effect upon Nehemiah (v. 2). 

His heart was filled with fear. He did not 
know but what this impropriety was so great 
as to cause his dismissal. His fear was more 
than that of losing his position. To be dis- 
missed from being cup bearer would mean the 
loss of an opportunity to present his request 
to the king, and, without the king’s sanction 
and aid, his enterprise would fail. 

4. Nehemiah’s tactful reply (v. 3). 

He seeks to conciliate the king by express- 
ing a deep interest in the royal life and per- 
son. He says: “May the king live forever,” 
and then tells that the cause of his grief was 
the desolation of the city where his fathers 
were buried. This note of patriotism met a 
response in the king’s heart causing him to 
inquire as to his wish. 

5. The Contents of Nehemiah’s Request 
(vv. 5-8). 

(1) To be sent to Judah to build the walls 
of Jerusalem (vv. 5, 6). This request virtually 
meant to be granted a leave of absence from 
the Persian court and to be appointed mili- 
tary governor of that part of the kingdom of 
Artaxerxes. The king, doubtless, saw that 
such a move would be of particular benefit to 
his kingdom politically, owing to the strategic 
position of Jerusalem, between Babylon and 
Egypt. At the king’s request, a definite time 
was set for this leave of absence (v. 6). He 
remained in Jerusalem for twelve years. A 
side light on the king’s gracious attitude to- 
ward Nehemiah is given in this: “The queen 
also sitting by him.” She is not named, but 
in all probability, it was Esther. Her pres- 
ence would embolden Nehemiah to ask and 
influence the king in granting the request. 
She had “come to the throne for such a time 
as this.” 

(2). For letters to the governors be- 
yond the river (v. 6). Doubtless the path of 
his journey was a dangerous one, and the trav- 
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elers’ safety depended upon having credentials 
from the king. These letters were more than 
mere credentials. They were orders for act- 
ually conveying him and his party to Judah. 
Ezra, years before, had desisted from asking a 
band of soldiers, but Nehemiah was free to 
ask such a favor. It was right in both cases, 
but not expedient in that of Ezra. 

(3). <A letter of requisition for supplies of 
timber (v. 8). This timber was needed for 
the palace or castle, that is for the fortress 
near the temple; for the walls and gates of the 
city; and for the king’s official residence. 

II. Nehemiah’s Request Granted (v. 8). 

Nehemiah was a tactful diplomat. He ex- 
ercised sound sense arid prudence in all things, 
but he supremely depended upon God and 
prayed for God’s disposal of the king’s heart 
as he -made his request known (v. 4). The 
king granted his request “according to th: 
good hand of my God upon me” (v. 8). He 
ascribes the success of his undertaking to God. 

III. Nehemiah’s Journey to Jerusalem (vv. 
9-11). 

He journey from Shushan to Jerusalem un- 
der the protection of a military escort. This 
was of double value—standing and safety. 
When it was known that Nehemiah was un- 
dertaking this work with the consent of the 
king, Sanballat and Tobiah were greatly 
grieved. When he reached Jerusalem, he did 
not at once make his purpose known. He 
waited for three days and then viewed the 
situation at night. 


November 25 
A Psalm of Thanksgiving 
Psalm 103 

Golden Text:—“Bless the Lord, O my soul, 
and forget not all his benefits.”,—Psalm 103:2. 

This psalm is man’s response to the good- 
ness and mercy of God. It expresses the joy 
and gratitude of a forgiven sinner as he wor- 
ships before God. 

I—Man’s Entire Being Should Sing God’s 

Praise (v. 1). 

The true worshiper praises God with every 
faculty of his being—his intellect, emotion, de- 
sires and affections. 

II. The Benefits Granted (vv. 2-6). 

The psalmist exhorts man not to forget all 

God’s benefits. This seems to be needed now 


as well as then, for most of us are better at 
remembering our troubles and adversities, our 
losses and our sorrows, than our mercies and 
blessings. 

1. Forgiveness of Sins (v. 3). 

In forgiveness we are freed from the curse 
of sin, and its blight and burdens are removed. 
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We are not only forgiven, but are healed of 
sin’s disease; not only freed from the burdens 
of sin but from its effects so that we do not 
go after the things of this world. 

2. Redemption (v. 4). 

We have been saved by Christ giving Him- 
self as a ransom for our souls. 

8. Satisfaction (v. 5). 

When God redeems, He so thoroughly re- 
news the man that the good things which he 
gets from God satisfy him. 

4. Executing Judgment in Behalf of the 
Oppressed (v. 6). 

He is always on the side of the oppressed. 
God undertakes for His own, and sooner or 
later He will mete out justice to all. 


III. Attributes of God for Which He Should 
Be Praised (vv. 7-18). 

1. “Merciful ai.d Gracious” (v. 8). 

He is slow to anger auu pienteous in mercy. 
An example of His mercy is seen in the father 
of the prodigal son running to meet his son 
and kissing him. 

2. “He Will Not 
9-12). 

When God forgives He forgives forever. 
Men say they forgive, but how often they 
“chide” and “keep anger.” God has not dealt 
with us according to our sins, for, as the 
heavens are high above the earth, so great is 
His mercy toward them that fear him. So 
really has God forgiven us that ovr trausgres- 
sions are as far removed from us as the 
East is from the West,—an incalculable dis- 
tance. { 

3. He Is Compassionate and Tender (vv. 
13, 14). 

This reveals God’s fatherly heart. He fully 
knows our weakness. He does not deal with 
us as though we were strong. He knows how 
weak and fallible we are through the fall. It 
is consoling to know that God considers our 
frame; He knows that we are dust. 

4. His Mercy is Everlasting, Eternal (vv. 
15-17). 

Man is at best transitory, but God is eternal. 

5. God Is Gracious to Those Who Are in 
Covenant Relat‘onship (v. 18). 

IV. A Call To All the Universe to Praise the 
Lord (vv. 19-22). 

Since God is such a wonderful being He 

should have universal praise.

December 2 
Nehemiah Builds the Walls of Jerusalem 
Nehemiah 4 
Golden Text:—“The Lord is my helper, and 
I will not fear what man shall do unto me.” 
Hebrews 13:6. 
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The lesson proper covers chapters 2:12 to 
6:19. 

I. The Work in Process (2:12-3:32) 

1. Nehemiah Surveys the Ruins by night 
(vv. 12-16). 

Without making known his commission or 
his plans, Nehemiah carefully sized up the 
situation. He did it at night so as not to be 
detected by friend or foe. It was at a time 
of year in which the moon gave sufficient light 
for this survey. 

2. His Address to the Leaders (vv. 17, 18), 

He stirred them to activity by reminding 
them of the d.stress and reproach of Jerusalem 
and informing them of the good hand of God 
upon him, especially with reference to the 
commission from the Persian king. They re- 
sponded heartily to his appeal saying, “Let us 
rise up and build.” 


8. The Organization of the People for 
Work (Chapter 3). 

(1). The priests (v. 1). 

They took the lead. Though they strictly 
had charge of the religious affairs of the na- 
tion, yet at a time like this the fortification of 
the city was a religious duty. 

(2). The men of Jericho (v. 2). 

They were given a section of the wall to 
build. This was not only wise as a matter of 
securing their interest, but shows the justness 
of a distribution of responsibility in matters of 
public interest. 

(3). The chief families (vv. 3-32). 

They did their part in building the walls, 
The work called for patriotic devotion and 
courarecus self-sacrifice. 

II. The Work Hindered (4:1-6:14) 

When the work was giving evidence of suc- 
cess, opposition arose. 

1. Ridicule by the Enemies (4:1-4:6). 

They said that if a fox would go up against 
the wall he would break it down. Against 
this Nehemiah made his appeal to God, and 
continued his work. 

2. Force of Arms (4:7-9). 

Sanballat and Tobiah and their allies in vio- 
lent wrath conspired against them. They pre- 
tended to come against them with physical 
force. Nehemiah prayed to God and set a 
watch against them day and night. 

3. Discouraged Brethren (4:10-23). 

They were dismayed i» the great accumr- 
lation of rubbish which had to be removed in 
order to build the walls, and the fear of being 
pounced upon by the enemy. Nehemiah met 
this situation by arming the workmen (v. 13), 

and by keeping them in Jerusalem by night 
(v. 22).

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Practical and Doctrinal Applications of the Lessons

November 11 
Nehem ah’s Prayer 
Nehemiah 1:1-11 

“The words of Nehemiah” (v. 1). What a 
blessed thing in our modern life that we have 
the words of the world’s great leaders recoril- 
ed for our perusal. Who can estimate the 
wealth of world thought and experience that 
is ours because of the art of printing? 

“I was in Shushan, the palace” (v.1). God’s 
servants have begun their work for Him under 
many different circumstances. Nehemiah and 
Daniel found the starting point in royal pal- 
aces. John Baptist came from the desert. 
Amos was a shepherd. The place of beginning 
service is unimportant. The chief thing is to 
be conscious of God, and have commission 
from Him. 

“Hanani, one of my brethren, came” (v. 2). 
While all men are brothers in a certain sense, 
there is a special relationship of nearness be- 
tween those born into the same family circle. 
Those who love most heartily in the home 
circle are likely to possess the spirit for the 
larger brotherhood of humanity. 

“I asked them concerning the Jews . . 
and Jerusalem” (v. 2). Nehemiah was not 
self centered. Some people with a palace 
home and the comforts of court would have 
had no thought for distressed comrades or the 
needs of a distant city. Nehemiah would have 
been strongly interested in home and foreign 
missions had he lived today. 

“The remnant . . . are in great affliction” 
(v. 8). The condition of the Jewish race and 
the Jewish capital, as the result of sin, had 
been foretold in prophecy. Punishment al- 
ways overtakes sin. 

“I sat down and wept and mourned” (v. 4). 
True hearted men are moved by the sorrows 
of others. Jesus was moved with compassion 
for the hungry multitude. There is something 
wrong with the heart which feels no pang of 
sorrow over world ills. 

“I fasted and prayed” (v. 4). Sorrow 
should never be a solitary emotion. Turning 
with confidence to the God of comfort should 
accompany sorrow. Prayer thus becomes the 
cure for sorrow. David illustrates this fact 
in Psalm 56:3, 4, “What time I am afraid I 
will put my trust in thee In God have 
I put my trust, I will not be afraid.” 

“The God that keepeth covenant and loving 
kindness” <v. 5). True prayer must begin 
with a true view of God. That God is great 
and terrible gives assurance of His power. 
Thac He keepeth covenant and loving kindness 
with them that love and obey Him furnishes 
encouragement for petition. 


“Let thine ear be attentive and thine eyes 
open” (v. 6). God is Spirit, and when we 
speak of the eye and ear of God we are not 
thinking of corporeal organs but find in the 
words an emblem of God’s powers. The es- 
sential thought is that God knows world con- 
ditions. David sang rightly when he said, “He 
that planted the ear, shall not he hear? He 
that formed the eye, shall not he see?” 

“I confess the sins of the children of Is- 
rael” (v. 6). Confession of sin should have a 
larger place in our lives. Morbid, self exam- 
ination is not good for the soul, but open con- 
fession of wrong is. 

“We have dealt very corruptly against thee” 
(v. 7). Sin is recognized only in the light of 
divine requirement. Consciousness of sin has 
largely faded from the people of the present 
age because God’s Word is so little known, and 
His requirements considered. 

“Remember, I beseech thee, the word that 
thou commandest” (v. 8). True prayer deals 
with the promises of God. It is right to quote 
God’s promises in presenting requests. God’s 
promises are the checks which He honors at 
the bank of grace. 

“Now these are thy servants” (v. 10). The 
plea of divine ownership has its place in pray- 
er. Because of our relation to God, God has 
a relation of grace to us, yea, indeed a very 
obligation which He has assumed and _ will 
meet. God’s faithfulness in scattering Israel 
for her sin is the pledge of His faithfulness in 
gathering her in the day of her repentance. 


November 18 
Nehemiah’s Prayer Answered 
Nehemiah 2:1-11 

“It came to pass in the month Nisan” (v, 1). 
Dates are important in Bible History. Ni- 
san was the month of the Jewish Passover, 
and the sadness of Nehemiah may have been 
deepened because of anniversary memories It 
is important that the twentieth year of Arta- 
xerxes is mentioned as the date of this inter- 
view for, from this we must measure the sev- 
enty weeks of Daniel concerning Israel’s pro- 
phetic destiny. There were other decrees con- 
cerning the restoration of Jerusalem, but these 
placed the emphasis upon the restoration of 
the temple and temple worship. Here we have 
the commandment to restore and to build 
Jerusalem. From this point unto “Messiah the 
Prince” was sixty-nine weeks or four hundred 
eighty-three years. The anointed One was 
“cut off.” Since then it has been “time out” 
in the program of prophecy. The seventieth 
week of Israel’s destiny is in the future (Dan. 
9 :24-27). 
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“Why is thy countenance sad?” (v. 2). The 
deepest pains are not physical. Sorrow drinks 
the blood and palsies the nerves. Christian 
cheerfulness is a foundation of physical health, 


“Why should not my countenance be sad?” 
(v. 3). Nehemiah gave a reasonable explana- 
tion for his pallor of countenance. The city 
of his fathers was in ruins. We live not right- 
ly when we forget the past. It is not credi- 
table to any man when he loses interest in his 
old home, and is without ambition for the 
neighborhood of his boyhood. The places ren- 
dered sacred by loving activities of our fathers 
and mothers, should remain sacred. 

“So I prayed to the God of heaven” (v. 4). 
The loyal love of Nehemiah for his home 
and people challenged the generosity of his 
king, and brought offer of help. This was an 
emergency which caused Nehemiah to “work 
his wireless” for a message from the throne of 
God. Emergency prayers are very important. 
Such calls always get through. Prayer, as Dr. 
Phelps puts it, has three forms: the ejaculatory 
prayer, like that of Nehemiah in an emer- 
gency; the prayers of stated times, as when 
Daniel bowed at his window or when we bow 
at our bedside; the state of prayer in which 
the prayer life is like our breathing, a constant 
association with the life of God, our spiritual 
life blood being continually oxidized by the 


breath of prayer. 

“If it please the king that thou 
wouldst send me” (v. 5). Nehemiah’s prayer 
was answered, and he had a wise reply for the 
king. His request to be sent to Jerusalem to 
rebuild it was natural, reasonable, and practi- 
cal. 
“The king said unto me (the queen also sit- 
ting by him)” (v. 6).. How much the presence 
of the queen had to do with the king’s quick 
and favorable decision we do not know, but 
a man is likely to make his best decision when 
a good woman is near him. Her mental proc- 
esses and intuitions may have aided the king 
in a large way. . 

“Let letters be given me to the governors 
(vv. 7, 8). Nehemiah was intensely practical. 
The fact that he was going forth in the 
name of God to do the work of God did not 
keep him from planning all the worldly details 
for success. There is just as much faith and 
devotion in plowing for next summer’s harvest 
as in waiting like Elijah for the supplies 
brought by the ravens. The main thing is to 
line ourselves up with God’s purpose according 
to the. circumstances of the hour. 

“The king granted me according to the good 
hand of my God upon me” (vv. 8, 9). There 
many hands connected with the work of re- 
storing Jerusalem. Some had to do with writ- 


ing decrees; others cutting timber and build- 
ing walls, but behind all Nehemiah saw the

good hand of God. Too often even God’s 
children see only the moving hands of men. 
“It grieved them exceedingly” (v. 10). San- 
ballat and Tobiah rejoiced in iniquity, and were 
glad for the calamities of Judah and Jerusalem, 
The news that a man was come to seek the 
welfare of the children of Israel made them 
sad. Some people feed on calamities. No ac- 
cident or disaster is quite bad enough to meet 
their ideals of reporting. Joy in God’s work 
cannot come to those who do not know God. 





November 25 
A Psalm of Thanksgiving 
Psalm 103 


“Bless the Lord O my soul” (vy. 1).. It is 
not generally considered good form to talk to 
one’s self but we should with frequency call 
upon ourselves to bless God. All that is with- 
in us should be summoned to the chorus of 
praise. Memory and hope should join hands in 
leading this chorus of the soul’s powers. 

“Bless the Lord . . forget not all His 
benefits” (v. 2). Praise should embrace mem- 
ories of God’s goodness. The waking hours of 
night should result in “songs in the night” 
rather than nervous struggle for slumber. The 
best cure for insomnia is not “counting imagin- 
ary sheep, jumping over an imaginary ditch” 
but recounting “the mercies of the Lord:” 
“Count your blessings. Name them one by 
one; Count your many blessings; See what 
God hath done.” 

“Who forgiveth who healeth” (v. 
3). Man’s spiritual interests are the highest. 
The psalmist sings of a grace which forgiveth 
iniquities and then healeth diseases. In des- 
cribing the three-fold nature of man, God’s or- 
der is: “spirit, soul, body.” Man is inclined to 
reverse this order, and think of bodily needs 
first. Jesus forgave the sick of the palsy be- 
fore He healed him. We should still look to 
God for the double cure, but think first of the 
soul’s illness and its need of cure. 

“Who redeemeth who crowneth” (v. 
4). God’s saving power reaches the life that 
is slipping toward destruction, and _ then 
crowns the redeemed life with the most pre- 
cious things of love and mercy. 

“Who satisfieth thy mouth with good things” 
(v. 5). God is the source of all good. “Every 
good gift and every perfect gift is from above, 
and cometh down from the Father of light.” 
God’s furnishings for men are abundant and 
adequate. Of His liberality we can say, “He 
satisfieth the longing soul, and filleth the hun- 
gry soul with goodness.” Like as the eagle in 
moulting renews the gloss of its plumage, so 
there is for the believer an endlessness of 
youthful joy. 

“The Lord executeth righteousness and 
judgment” (v. 6). The welfare and happiness 
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of the world is dependent upon the righteous- 
ness of God and its expression in judgment, as 
well as upon His goodness and liberality. 

“He made known his ways unto Moses” 
(v. 7). The Bible is a revelation. The story 
of Israel is the story of God’s act as well as 
man’s. It is consciousness of this that makes 
Bible history sacred. 

“The Lord is merciful and gracious” (vv. 
8-10). Mercy is love looking with pity upon 
the wrong doer. Anger is the manifestation 
of God’s righteous repugnance at sin. God is 
rich in mercy. He is slow to anger. His an- 
ger is not cherished by remembering our sins. 
It is God’s way not to deal with us after our 
sins nor to reward us according to our iniqui- 
ties. 

“As the heaven is high . . . so great is 
his mercy” (v. 11). There is no measure to 
the height of heaven. The strongest telescope 
finds no barrier to space. God’s mercy is un- 
limited. 

“As far as the east is from the west, so far” 
(v. 12). The East and the West are eternally 
separated. The East cannot catch up with the 
West, no matter through what year the sun 
may shine. A sailor who had watched the 
shifting horizon of East and West, and their 
abiding separation, felt the largest meaning of 
this gospel of forgiveness. 

“Like as a father pitieth, so the Lord pitieth” 
(vv. 18, 14). The best in human fatherhood 
serves as a dictionary to interpret the divine. 
A true father pities the weakness of his chil- 
dren, remembers their frailty and places his 
strength and wisdom at their disposal. Such 
a father is God. 

“As for man, his days are as the grass” (vv. 
15, 16). Man is like the grass and the flower 
in the brevity of his existence. The freshness 
and beauty of his life yields to the blight of 
time and the scorching winds of circumstance. 
The earthly place thereof knows it no more, 
but God has a second season for the soul. 
Some flowers do not reach their full bloom 
until the second summer. God transplants 
His children to the upper garden. 

“The mercy of the Lord is from everlasting 
to everlasting” (v. 17). God’s mercies do not 
fail them who fear Him. His covenant rela- 
tions extend to children’s children. Godly 
parents may confidently expect that not only 
their children but their grand-children and the 
whole line of their posterity will walk in the 
ways of truth. Wickedness finds the end of 
heredity in the third or fourth generation, but 
God’s mercy extends to thousands of genera- 
tions of them that love Him. 


December 2 
Nehemiah Builds the Walls of Jerusalem 
Nehemiah 4:7-21 


“When Sanballat and Tobiah . .. heard 
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that the walls of Jerusalem were made up” (v. 
7). The work of wall building approached 
completion because of the practical methods 
of Nehemiah. A review of previous chapters 
showed his method. He made an inspection of 
the ruins privately before issuing a call for 
workers (2:11-16). He exercised an encour- 
aging leadership (2:17-20). He arranged for a 
fine co-operation (Chap. 3). He met opposi- 
tion by ridicule by prayer (4:1-6). 

“They were wroth and conspired” (vv. 7, 8). 
Opposition to good generally starts with rid- 
icule, sweeps on into anger, and finally results 
in conspiracy and open fighting against what 
is good. This is always the program of evil. 

“We made our prayer unto our God, and set 
a watch” (v. 9). Prayer and works go to- 
gether. Jesus directed that men both watch 
and pray. We live in a practical world. God 
is practical. God sent manna to Israel in the 
desert when they could not provide for har- 
vests, and made their clothes to resist wear, 
but these supernatural features ceased when 
Israel reached Palestine. God does not do for 
us what we can do for ourselves. God is a 
worker, so He bids us work with Him. 

“The strength of the bearers is decayed... 
and there is much rubbish” (v. 10). The dif- 
ficulties of building cities, civilizations and 
characters are varied. Sometimes strength in 
those who toil is weakened. Then there is 
rubbish. Men find it hard to get rid of old 
superstitions, Some have so much mental rub- 
bish in their soul yards that it is impossible 
to bring new truth for character building. 


“Our adversaries said” (v. 11). The wick- 
ed are generally good planners. They gener- 
ally discern the weak spots in the work of the 
righteous. To cause the work to cease is the 
great aim of evil plotters. The Jericho of the 
rum power would have fallen long ago had 
God’s armies of righteous ballot carriers been 
content to march the required times around the 
hostile city that lies between us and the prom- 
ised land of sobriety. Compromised measures 
halted the march and stilled the trumpet blasts 
of assault. 

“Therefore I set in the lower places behind 
the wall” (vv. 12-14). Provision against sur- 
prises is a part of the strategy in all war. Ne- 
hemiah armed his people after their families. 
Family love and patriotism became motives for 
brave resistance. God entered into the reck- 
oning. “Be not afraid of them; remember the 
Lord who is great and terrible, and fight for 
your brethern, your sons, and your daughters, 
your wives and your houses,” was a good bat- 
tle exhortation. 

“When our enemies heard” (v. 15). Evil 
blanches pale before the thought of God. The

SALVATION THROUGH BLOOD 


Dr. Theodore L. Cuyler once said: “If | 
were a member of a church looking for a 
pastor, my first question with reference to a 
man’s qualifications would be, ‘Does he make 
foremost the atoning blood of Jesus Christ?” 
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So, if I were a pastor, looking for a suit- 
able helper for my meeting, my first inquiry 
would be, Does he make foremost—does he 
emphasize the atoning, the cleansing blood 
of Jesus Christ? I care not what other quali- 
fications a man might have, he could not 
assist me unless he emphasized this funda- 
mental doctrine. 

Martin Luther preached this doctrine of 
atoning blood to slumbering Europe and 
Europe awoke from the dead. Amid all his 
defenses of the divine sovereignty, Calvin 
never ignored or belittled the atonement. 
Cowper sang of it among the water lilies of 
the Ouse. Spurgeon thundered this glorious 
doctrine of Christ crucified into the ears of 
peer and peasant with a voice like the sound 
of many waters. John Bunyan made the cross 
the starting point to the celestial city. 
Moody’s bells all chimed to the keynote of 
Calvary. Gypsy Smith strings all his pearls 
on the red cord of the atonement. Billy Sun- 
day, who thunders his anathemas against sin 
in high places, takes his stand beside the 
cross where Christ died to condemn all sin 
and to save the sinner. No man can expect 
evangelistic success who does not preach re- 
demption through the blood.

A “triangle meeting” has met with much 
success at the Central Church, Disciples of 
Christ, in New York, where the pastor, Rev.

Conferences of trustees, Christian Endeavor 
leaders, Sunday-school workers and missionary 
leaders, can give their best attention to the 
work committed to them, having been pre- 
pared for their conferences by the devotional 
meeting in which they have taken part. 

This conference period is followed by a 
social period, during which a half hour of 
fellowship and acquaintance is enjoyed. Not 
infrequently light refreshments are served by 
one of the societies. 


“TRIANGLE” 


During the conference period, any members 
of the church who may be present are in- 
vited to join the group in whose activities 
they are most interested. In this way new 
workers are secured and some members who 
visit various groups become thoroughly ac- 
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quainted with all the work in which the church 
is engaged.—“The Episcopal Recorder.”

“What Did Jesus Really Teach About War?”

This is one of the best of the many books 
that have recently appeared dealing with the 
war, and the duty of the Christian respecting 
it. If a Christian can learn the attitude of 
Christ, he will know his duty and he will re- 
spond to the demand of his conscience. 

The book will have a toning-up effect, some 
Christians having become quite flabby touch- 
ing public affairs, and this book will act as a 
corrective. While in the discussion the author 
seems to be carried a little too far in some 
places, in the discussion as a whole his con- 
clusions are to be approved as may be indi- 
cated by two brief quotations: “The only peace 
that heaven ever offered to men either through 
Judaism or Christianity, either through Isaiah 
or Christ, is the peace that flows from right- 
eousness; not a harmony that comes from fall- 
ing in with the things as they are for the 
sake of quiet, but harmony that comes from 
falling in with the will of God.” “I cannot 
see how one can stand in the light of the 
teachings of Jesus and insist that no sort of 
war is ever necessary under any circum- 
stances. So long as it is our duty to co-oper- 
ate with Christ in rescuing human beings from 
the slavery of sin, ignorance and tyranny, so 
long as this war goes on we shall be in dan- 
ger of being driven to the use of physical 
force.”

The New Layman for The New Time, by 
William Allen Harper, LL.

This book, the author tells us, is designed for 
laymen, but we have a lurking notion that he 
hopes clergymen too will read it; and they 
ought to, for in the five chapters which con- 
stitute the book, there is inspiration and much 
of value both to laymen and clergy, though 
they will not always agree with the author’s 
interpretation of Scripture or with his posi- 
tion. The book, as a whole, is a strong call 
to laymen to get into the game of Christian 
service, where they belong, and to play the 
game for all they are worth. In the chapters 
“The Layman in History” and “The Layman 
in Evangelism,” the author is at his best. In 
the first he shows that the distinction made 
between the clergy and the laity is unwar- 
ranted and unscriptural; in the other, that 
every Christian should be an evangelist and 
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that he can be by becoming a personal worker; 
that such work fulfills the Master’s command 
and brings fulness of joy. In the remaining 
chapters he discusses “The Layman and the 
Church,” “The Layman and the Minister,” and

Church Advertising—Its Why and How. 

This book, as the title page tells, contains 
papers delivered before the church advertising 
section of the twelfth annual convention of the 
Associated Advertising Clubs of the World. It 
is compiled by W. B. Ashley, executive secre- 
tary, Church Advertising and Publicity De- 
partment of that club, and former associate 
editor of the “Christian Herald.” He speaks 
in his preface of the hard road church adver- 
tising is having to travel on account of the 
prejudice of many against it, and compares it 
with the difficulty there was in getting music 
into the churches. That the road to the favor 
of the church is a hard one, we have no doubt, 
for the church is rightly slow in adopting the 
methods of the world; yet, from the world 
whose children are in some things wiser than 
the children of light, the church can learn 
much. This is so in advertising, but a spirit- 
ually conservative church can never be per- 
suaded that cheap sensational advertising 
should enter into its work. It should, how- 
ever, be ready to adopt the good, clean, digni- 
fied methods that obtain among the best adver- 
tisers. Disgusting are the clap-trap sensa- 
tional methods employed by some churches 
to draw the crowd. They would do credit to 
the circus but are a disgrace to the church. It 
is such methods that make the road to right 
church advertising hard. As a result, many 
rise up and say, “Away with church advertis- 
ing; we will have none of it.” This is wrong, 
for there is a right church advertising. It need 
not be sensational, but it should be unusual. It 
seems to be the aim of most of the papers in 
this book to suggest right methods and to in- 
spire churches to employ advertising. Some 
of the papers are so brief as hardly to touch 
the subject; one reading, wishes for a fuller 
discussion. In many of the papers there is 
that which is stimulating and _ suggestive. 
Methods suggested by one writer such as sub- 
stituting a secular or up-to-date news subject 
with some well known man to handle it, or a 
Selig motion picture of a submarine romance 
followed by a so-called sermon:tte, or the giv- 
ing out of an apple to each member in attend- 
ance upon the service, the apple, by the way, 
furnished by the New York agent who knows 
the value of advertising, may fill the church, 
and put it on the map, as the author states; 


but such schemes will never fill heaven. It is 
a sorry day when the church is turned into a 
lyceum, or a moving picture house, or an ad- 
vertising medium for some other commodity 
than the gospel.

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DEDICATION OF OSBORNE HALL AND 
OSBORNE ROW 


Brief announcement was made in the Sep- 
tember number of the formal dedication of our 
new property at the northeast corner of North 
La Salle and Chestnut streets. The Institute 
has acquired the two large apartment buildings 
at the above address and three stone front 
residences facing on Chestnut street behind 
which the tennis courts used by students of 
the Institute are located. 

The buildings were most thoroughly over- 
hauled and fitted up for the accommodation 
of our students. The woodwork was re- 
finished throughout and hardwood floors laid, 
lavatories installed in every room and the 
papering, electric lights and hangings made 
harmonious in their arrangement. 

The two large buildings on La Salle street, 
known as Osborne Hall, are to be used as a 
girls’ dormitory; two of ‘the buildings in 
Osborne Row are to be used for married stu- 
dents and men students; one building to be 
reserved for guests. In addition to furnishings, 
the buildings are also equipped with bells, tele- 
phone exchange, and reception halls with some 
one in charge continuously. 

On September 20 at 4:00 P. M., the business 
staff and their wives acted as host to the 
members of the council and their wives and 
after inspecting all the premises, a dedi- 
catory service was held in the reception 
room of Osborne Hall, the Dean offici- 
ating. The dedicatory prayer was of- 
fered by Mr. A. F. Gaylord, business 
manager of the Financial Department, 
upon whom the responsibility rested for 
the purchase and improvement of the 
property. He was followed in prayer by 
Miss Edna Gray Johnson, teacher of 
Bible story telling and manual arts, who 
has been appointed under Miss Cary to 
be the resident supervisor of Osborne 
Hall. Dr. Gray then made a brief state- 
ment to the effect that these new build- 
ings were dedicated to the memory of 
Mr. and Mrs, Henry Sayre Osborne. 
Mr. Osborne was vice-president of the 
board ot trustees from 1905 until his 
death 1n 1914. 

After these services the party had 
supper in the dining room followed by 
the monthly council meeting. 


OPENING OF THE EVENING CLASSES 

On September 29 the opening of the Even- 
ing Classes of the Institute was inaugurated 
by a special service held in the Moody 
church.

THE SINKING OF THE “CITY OF 
ATHENS” 


In our September number we briefly told 
of the sinking of the “City of Athens” near 
Cape Town carrying nineteen former M. B, I. 
students who were on their way to Africa to 
become missionaries, all of whom were saved. 


Miss Caroline Thompson, a correspondence 
student, on her way to Madagascar, was one 
of those who were lost, being on the ill fated 
boat No. 3 

Mr. A. X. Davis, one of the survivors has 
sent us a copy of the August 13 issue of the 
“Cape Times,” which gives a graphic account 
of the disaster from the angle of an eyewit- 
ness. We quote freely from this article. 

“With Table Mountain in full view, at 3:20 
o’clock on a beautiful day with a calm sea 
save for a slight swell, the ‘City of Athens’ 
approaching Cape Town. without the slightest 
warning, sustained a terrific explosion on 
the port side in the fore part of the steamer 
which shook the vessel like a rat in the mouth 
of a terrier. Four seconds later there was an- 
other explosion on the starboard side, which 
brought down the wireless and.a tremendous 
sheet of flame shot up in front of us and en- 
veloped all the fore deck. The captain was on 
the bridge and a double watch was kept. At 
once the siren began to sound. The boat drill 
worked like clockwork, There was absolutely 
no panic. Those who had been below streamed 
up on deck, most of them carrying their life- 
belts, and took up their stations with extraor- 
dinary quietness. In about twelve minutes 
every one of the seven life-boats had been filled 
and lowered and got away. I have traveled 
round the world but I have never seen anything 
to equal the courage and coolness displayed 
by the captain.” 

The narrator left with No. 3, the last boat 
when the “City of Athens” was rapidly sink- 
ing by the head, and they were about a mile 
away when, at 4:14 P. M., enveloped in one

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long sheet of flame from stern to stern, the 
vessel suddenly seemed to stand up absolute- 
ly perpendicular and then slid very, very slow- 
ly into the sea. When the water reached the 
boilers there was a violent explosion and a few 
minutes later nothing could be seen but a 
cloud of smoke and steam over the spot where 
the “City of Athens” went down. 

Fifteen passengers and four of the crew were 
lost, all of whom were in -boat No. 3, which 
became water-logged and “turned turtle’ on 
five occasions. The survivors and occupants 
of the other boats were rescued by the gov- 
ernment tug, “Ludwig Weiner,” which left 
Cape Town on receipt of the news of the dis- 
aster. It is significant that none of the “nine- 
teen” were in this No. 3 boat. Cards received 
from a number of these concur in saying that 
the shock of this ordeal has induced great 
nervousness, and we ask for the prayers of 
our readers on behalf of these soldiers of the 
Cross that they may be cheered in their spirits 
and supplied with every needful thing to re- 
place their lost outfits, this loss being com- 
plete. “The Christian Workers Magazine” will 
gladly pass on any money entrusted to it.

According to Bishop 
Nicholson the case is unique in Methodism. 

Mr. Clark had the honor of addressing the 
conference and as he left the church wearing 
his uniform a demonstration was given in his 
honor. Dr. J. S. Ladd Thomas is the pastor 
of Austin M. E. Church of which Mr. Clark 
has been a member. 


IN MEMORIAM 


Mr. Eldo H. Johnson, who graduated from 
the Institute in 1911 has departed to be with 
Christ.

WESLEY AND THE PRINTING PRESS 

It is said of John Wesley that during his 
lifetime he created an appetite for reading 
among the people of England. Had he un- 
dertaken no other task than that of supply- 
ing the people with good literature at prices 
within the reach of the poor, his name would 
have lived. In that field he was a pioneer; 
and no man of his day, or even of a later 
generation, has done a greater work in bring- 
ing the printing press to serve humanity’s 
needs, 

Concerning his early relation to the press, 
Wesley said in 1780: “Two and forty years 
ago, in the year 1738, having a desire to fur- 
nish poor people with cheaper, shorter and 
plainer books than I had seen, I wrote many 
small tracts, generally a penny apiece, and 
afterward several larger.” Even beyond his 
expectations was the success of his publish- 
ing enterprises, for he adds, and publishers 
of the present day marvel at the declaration, 
“unawares I became rich.” That he used these 
“riches” in helping the coming of Christ’s 
kingdom is known of all. 


With Thomas Coke, Wesley founded the 
first tract society in the world. Upon his as- 
sistants he laid the responsibility of seeing to 
it that “every society be duly supplied with 
good books.”—Ex. 


THE WORK OF THE COLPORTER 


Colportage, in the old sense of the term, 
seems almost to have been abandoned by most 
branches of the church. Those earnest, faith- 
ful, consecrated men of a former day, who 
drove all over the country in various kinds 
of vehicles, accomplished a great deal of good 
by carrying good religious literature into 
many homes where it would never have gone 
otherwise. The most common need in the 
homes of this country today, among both the 
rich and the poor, is religious reading matter. 
One reason for this is that it is not offered to 
the people. If some consecrated man were 
sent out in city or country to visit homes, he 
would find many opportunities for placing 
good books in homes where there are few or 
none. Because books are scarce in many 
homes, one that finds an entrance will be 
often and carefully read, probably by members 
of several families, and so good seed will be 
sown. There is so much vile trash distributed 
broadcast over the land that something ought 
to be done to counteract its influence. 
Seventh-Day Adventists, Christian Scientists, 
Russellites, and their ilk, are doing far more 


in proportion to their numbers than Christian 
people are to put literature teaching their 
doctrines into the hands of the people gen- 
erally. We believe that the church ought to 
go into this work extensively, not for the 
purpose of making money in the sale of 
books, but as a most efficient means of preach- 
ing the Gospel. What does the church think 
of it?-—“Presbyterian of the South.”

Deadly Poisons

people eat three times a day inflict 

nothing less than a crime against 
their health and are the direct cause of 
ninety per cent of all sickness.” 

This is the rather startling statement of 
Eugene Christian, the famous New York 
Food Scientist whose wonderful system of 
corrective eating is receiving so much eager 
attention throughout the Nation at the 
present time.
